Superintendent Elizabeth Farson Has 


Plans for Utilizing Their Practical 
Knowledge Among the Boys in Her 
District. 
Miss Elizabeth Farson, e 00 of 
the first district of the Chicago public 


schools, is maturing a plan for utilizing 
the engineers in school buildings as a direct 


factor in the educational work. She pur- 
poses asking them to pay. occasional visits 
to the schoolrooms to discuss practical ques- 
tions of physics and mechanics before the 
pupiis. 

Another: part of her plan is for the pupils 


to go to the engine-rooms and there study, 


under ‘proper restrictions, the workings of 
the machinery. Miss Farson makes an es- 
pecial point of the admiration in which boys 


are wont to hold the engineers and of the 


influence the high-class mechanic -_ over 


the pupils. 


Under Miss Farson’s directions some of 
these ideas have already been tried in a 
small way and have proved their own value. 
Once or twice last year she invited engi- 
neers to talk.to the pupils, and she found 
that the men talked well and advanced 
ideas which were distinctly novel and valu- 
able. She is thus encouraged to broaden 
her. 


ban Teach Boys Much. 


An engineer,” she says, can by actual 
example teach a boy more about steam in 
five minutes than some professors can in an 
hour. Some of them are mechanics of the 
highest order of skill; and many of the en- 


gineers in my district have exhibited quali- 


ties which only the born teacher possesses. 


“Why cannot this power be used in the public | 


schools? The children naturally like to 


watch men at work, and take the keenest 


interest in it, as did the children in the VII- 
lage Smithy of Longfellow. : 


There is one engineer who is an expert 


draftsman, and a trip into the classroom 
would do both him and the pupils a great 
deal of good. One of the engineers in my 
district is a distant relative of one of the 
great American poets, bearing the same 
name. This man, I am told, writes excel- 
lent verse. I purpose, if possible, to use 
him in some way in the literary branches. 


Extra Care for Yards. 


“The engineers can be induced to give ex- 


tra care to making the building attractive, 
and this would promote healthfulness. The 
school yards, often a mere waste of cinders, 
could easily be beautified if interest were 
taken in the subject. Then, again, the 
engineer, being so constantly close tb the 
-puplis, can in many ways promote their 
physical activities. His example has an im- 
portant influence over them at a time when 


their characters are most easily molded,”

‘Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—As the result 
of an exchange of cablegrams between the 
powers concerning affairs at Shanghai, an 
agreement has been reached by which all 
the Admirals of the several powers repre- 
sented at Shanghai will act concurrently 
in a survey, or watching, of the Chinese 
Yang-tse fleet, instead of having this duty

This Chinese Yang-tse fleet consists of 
four cruisers and several torpedo boats and 
destroyers. 
As many transports are carrying troops of 
the various powers to China it has been 
deemed necessary to see that the Chinese 
warships did not attack the unprotected 
transports. The British commander has 
been executing the watch alone, but under 
the new arrangements all will share in this

Cruiser Now on the Station. 


The United States cruiser New Orleans will 
participate with the other foreign ships 
there in this duty.

NOT EXCOMMUNICATED. 


Take Different View from Father Bou- 
chet of Louisville, Who Refused to 
Conduct Services for Dead Monarch 
~Point te Fact That He Was Buried 
from a Church and Permission Given 
te Say Masses—Attribute Agitation 
te Two Parties Among the Prelates. 


The action of the Rev. Father Bouchet of 
Louisville, Ky., in refusing to celebrate mass 
for the late King Humbert of Italy because, 
as he stated, the King “ had been excom- 
municated by the Pope,“ did not receive the 
approval yesterday of thetwo Italian priests 
of Chicago, who had celebrated masses for 
the murdered monarch. Father Horace 
Mangone of the Roman Catholic Italian 
Mission Church, Eighteenth and Clark 
streets, and Father Thomas Moraschini of 
the Italian Church of the Assumption, IIII- 
nois and Market streets, both declared that 
Father Bouchet was mistaken in supposing 
that King Humbert had been excommuni- 
cated by the Pope. ; 


Permission for Masses Given. 
At the time of the death of Victor Em- 


manuel, said Father Mangone, the Pope 


sent his benediction. This was not bestowed 
on King Humbert, because King Humbert 


died so suddenly that a benediction could 


not have been conveyed to him. When the 
death of King Humbert became known the 
Archbishop of Milan commanded that all the 
bells of the churches of the city be rung all 
day in his honor. Cardinal Prisco of Naples 
sent word that masses might be said in all 
the churches, and a telegram to that effect 
came to America. I celebrated mass in my 
church in honor of the King, and got per- 
mission by telegram from Papal Delegate 
Martinelli at Washington to do so. 

The King is not excommunicated. This 
can de readily seen when it is known that 
King Humbert had a Catholic priest in his 
house and Queen Margherita was a constant 
attendant at church. Had the King been 
excommunicated he would neither have been 
allowed a priest beneath his roof nor would 
he have been permitted to set foot within a 
church. It was the state, the idea or prin- 
ciple of the independence of the kingdom 
from the authority of the Pope, that was 
under excommunication, not the personality 
of the King. It will be noted that Victor 
Emmanuel III. has ascended the throne and 
has not been ommunicated.’’

WARNING FOR COLORED PEOPLE 
Ir THE REV. x. C. RANSOM. 


Preacher Will Urge His People to Take 
Care Not to Arouse White Persons 
by an Overt Act—Regards Existence 

ot Policy and Crap Games as a Pos- 
sible Source of Race Troubles—Will 
Preach to His People from the Street 
Corners. 


Fearful lest the New Orleans and New 
York race riots may be repeated in Chi- 
cago, the Rev, Reverdy C. Ransom, super- 
intendent of the Institutional Church at 
Dearborn and Thirty-ninth streets, will ap- 
pear on the street corners this week to ad- 
dress his le. He has planned two 
meetings, one at Thirty-first and State 
streets and the other at Twenty-ninth and 
State streets. He means to tell his people, 
he says, that they must behave in a different 
manner to avoid trouble 

“I have warned the policemen,” he said, 
“that there may be trouble if arrests are 
made in this district now. Large crowds of 
colored people are permitted to congregate 
on the street corners. Some night there will 
be a quarrel, a few policemen will rush in to 
make an arrest, and they will perhaps handle 
some colored man roughly. That will be a 
signal for trouble, and before it is over I 
fear a policeman or two may be killed. Then 
they will want to hunt colored people to 


death in this city. 


“TI have often spoken tothe white people 
about their treatment of the colored people. 
I believe our people should be told some 
things about their own behavior. It de- 

nds on every individual man to work for 

© just treatment of our race. I may get 
on a street car to go down-town some aft- 
ernoon. Before I get there I will be dragged 
off, beaten, cut to pieces. All this because 
another colored man has committed some 
crime. I shall speak to my people, I shall 
call upon them to be true to their race and 
— 4 to degrade every one who has a dark 
8 

Things are wrong in this part of the 
city. There are half a dozen policy shops 
within a few blocks of my church. Crap 
games are going on all about. I have asked 
the police to treat us ike white men. They 
would not allow crowds to congregate night- 
ly in other parts of the city. Why should 
they do it here? They ought to see that peo- 
ple move on instead of loitering. 

“I said to a policeman the other day, Do 
you not know you may be killed if you allow 
trouble of any kind to occur in this part of 
the city?’ I advised him to see that there 
should be no opportunity for fights and 
quarrels on his beat. 

“I wish to see this city protected from 
what has occurred in other places. Who 
can answer for what might be the result 
of a conflict between the police and a few 
rumans, if the race trouble were aroused? 
I shall speak in the strongest terms to my 
people, and I believe they will see how im- 
portant it is that every colored man should 
realize he may be responsible for the wel- 
fare or woe of the race.“ 2 

The Rev. Mr. Ransom is one of the most 
prominent men of his race in the city. He 
is descended partly from Cherokee Indian 
blood and has the reputation of being a 
fighter in the cause in which he is enlisted. 
He was until recently pastor of the Bethel 
A. M. E. Church. 1

ed. Buyers appear to be holding off a uttle 
longer in the hope of still lower prices. With- 
in the last two months the price of beams 
has dropped 33 1-8 per cent. On June 15 
they were selling at $45 a ton. Today's quo- 
tations were $30. The cut in angles was 
greater, present prices being 37 per cent less 
than those quoted on June 15. The steel 
beam association or pool has not been 
broken, each reduction being agreed to by 
the members. 


Between April, 1899, and June 15, 1900, 


when the highest point was reached, the 
price of beams advanced whenever the mem- 
bers of the pool thought the trade would 
stand it. They control the structural steel 
business and a tight agreement to.maintain 
uniform rates exists. Prices advanced 
steadily until $45 on beams was reached in 
June. Then came a reaction and buying 
stopped. Bridge builders, contractors, and 
others claimed prices were too high and con- 
cluded to wait until they came down. 


Rivals Try Their Hand. 
As there were signs of structural mills 
not selling what they made the association 


cut the price to $38 This stimulated buy- 


ing and for a while orders came thick and 
fast. Then the American Steel and Wire 
company and American Steel Hoop com- 
pany, finding business dropping off in their 
lines and seeing there was more profit on 
structural steel than there was in their own 
apecialties, began produeing steel shapes. 
The wire combine has a mill in Cleveland 
and the hoop trust a plant in Bridgeport 
where structural material could be made. 
Then, to strengthen the Pittsburg people’s 
position in the structural market and at the 
same time put the two other combines out 
of the business in that line, a big cut was 
roposed. The meeting was held in New 
ork and the matter discussed. The Car- 
negie company was opposed to the lowering 
of prices because of the contracts it has 
with the American Bridge company and 
ether large concerns. This company, how- 
ever, was outnumbered when the vote was 
taken, the Passaic Rolling Mill company, 
Cambria Steel company, Jones & Laughlins, 
A. P. Roberts company, owners of the Pen- 
coyd tron works; and the Phoenix Iron com- 


pany, which comprise the beam pool, voting 


for the change in prices. ! 

The cut went into effect on Thursday. The 
sudden drop came as a shock. With the 
cut came the announcement that the pool 
was giving warning to the two combines 
named as well as all others who might be 
thinking of encroaching that the trusts 
would be held to their respective special- 
ties and would not be allowed to invade the 
structural steel field. 

The new pool schedule at Pittsburg is: 
Beams and channels, 15-inch and under, 
1.50 cents; more than 15-inch, 1.60 cents; 
angles, 3 to 6 inch, 1.40 cents; more than 
6-inch, 1.50 cents; zees, 1.50 cents; tees, 1.55 
cents. by 

To Crush the Rivals. 

New York, Aug. 18.—[Special.]—The offi- 
cial explanation heard hergw of the causes 
leading up to the cut is as follows: 

“On Tuesday last there was received at 
the headquarters of the pool in Pittsburg 
a statement of the tonnage of orders for the 
month of July, and upon close examination 
it was unsatisfactory. The cause was seen 
to lie in the material disagreement between 
prices of structural steel and those for bars 
and plates. Before the reduction structural 
steel was selling f. o. b. Pittsburg for $1.90, 
while bars and plates were quoted from $1 
to $1.15. 

This difference haa proved an irresistible 
attraction to those companies such as the 
American Steel and Wire company and the 
American Steel Hoop company, which have. 
facilities for the manufacture of special 


shapes, to go in for as much structural steel . 


business as they could handle, since the 
profits therein were much larger than those 
realized in their broader fields. 

“Thus the pool saw that it was losing 
considerable special business, and in order 
to recover and kill the germ of competition, 
which might develop dangerous proportions, 
it was decided to bring structural steel prices 
nearer a level with those of bars and plates, 
Immediately onthe receipt of the July state- 
mentat headquarters the Carnegie and Jones 
and Laughlin companies made use of the 
long distance telephone and arranged the 
new schedule.“ 


LITTLE FOR THE CREDITORS. 


Estimated That Claimants Against 
Frank A. Stauber Will Get | 


25 Per Cent. 


Mbre creditors besieged the office of Frank 
A. Stauber, ex-Alderman, real estate man 
and banker, who disappeared, leaving his 
business at 720 Milwaukee avenue in confu- 
sion. They did not receive any satisfaction 
and left with sad faces, when Receiver 
Patrick Davenport told them he could do 
nothing. 

Stauber had a queer system of bookkeep- 
ing, which is making much work for the ex- 
perts to unravel. It was found that he never 
had balanced his cash or accounts in any of 
his books. 

A man came in the office yesterday with 
two receipts for a transaction of $2,000 with 
Stauber. The man thought he was secure, 
but no reference to the money could be found 
on the books. A loan of $2,500 also had not 
been entered on the ledger. Papers show that 
he had collected $500 fire insurance money 
for companies, but had not paid them. Itis 
not thought much can be realized on the as- 
sets because investigation shows he has car- 
tied them on his books for years.

MILK MAKES CHILDREN ILL. 


Two Babies of G. W. Sauers Thought 
to Be Suffering from Formalde- 
hyde Poisoning. 


Two children of George W. Sauers, 5010 
Union avenue, are ill from what is supposed 
to be formaldehyde poisoning, taken in milk.

offered—in other words, they make their ad- 
vances somewhat in this way:

While Serving a Term for Swindling

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 18.—[Special.}— 
John Kunze, the supposed driver of the fa- 
mous white horse which cut such a figure in 
the Cronin murder trial, is serving a term at 
the House of Correction for swindling.

Coroner a Sworn Statement 
Setting Forth Facts. 


MANY STORIES ARE TOLD. 


Chemist Has No Report to Make, 


But Talks of Heart 
Disease. 


WAS SINGING ON THE PORCH. 


Deputy, Coroner Abel A. Bach, in charge 
of the investigation into the death of Broker 
Edward P. Herrick, announced yesterday 
that he was puzzled over the conflict 
statements that have been made concern- 
— the happenings and persons present 
when the commfssion man toppled from his 
chair on the front porch of his residence, 
4405 Champlain avenue. Statements have 
been made that Mr. Herrick fell from his 
chair to the porch, expiring Instantly; others 
that he walked down into the yard and fell 
on the grass. Bearing on this question, the 
sworn statement of Mrs. Herrick, made to 
Coroner Bach and given out yesterday, is 

It is as follows: 13 

My name is Mary Magdalen Herrick. I reside 
at 44056 Champlain avenue, and am by octupation 
a housewife. Mr. Edward F. Herrick is my hus- 
band. He was born in New York; was 62 years 
of age, and by occupation ea commission mer- 
chant at 53 River street. The last time I saw 
him alive and in good health was about 8 p. . 
last night. I was with him when he died at about 
0:45 p. m. I do not know of my own knowledge 


had a good time. At about 9:30 he went out on 
the porch with me; he was talking to some of the 
néighbors, and while doing so he fell off his 
chair and died within a few moments. He died 


Died After Physician Arrived. 

A few days after the death of Mr. 
Herrick, D. C. Stevens, 50 Wabash averm 
who had known Mr. Herrick for sev 
years, made a statement, not knowing at 
the time what statements concerning the 
circumstances surrounding the death of Mr. 
Herrick might have been made by any one 
else. His statement is as follows: 

The night after the death of Mr. Herrick 
my wire and myself visited the Herrick 
home, 44056 Champlain avenue. In the 
course of the conversation that ensued be- 
tween my wife and a person who was pres- 
ent when Mr. Herrick died, the latter stated 


that Mr. Herrick continued to breath after | | 
he had fallen from his chair, and was still | 


breathing when carried into the house. He 
did not die, this person stated to my wife 
and myself, until after the physician came.“ 

In an interview published yesterday, Mrs. 
Mabelle Moore, 4434 Champlain avenue, is 
quoted as saying: 

Mr. Herrick and myself had been sing- 
ing, the last song we sang being ‘ My Faith 
Looks Up to Thee.’ We finished the last 
verse and went out on the porch As we 
came out the door Mr, Herrick fell forward, 
flown the steps, and expired instantly.“ 


Was Talking Across the Porch. 
Last night Mrs. R. L. Waller, 4484 Cham- 
plain avenue, mother of Mrs. Moore, stated: 
My daughter was not quoted correctly, I 
think. She had left the Herrick home about 
fifteen minutes before Mr. Herrick expired. 
When he fell from his chair he was talking 
across the porch to Mrs. Slade, who lives at 
4408 Champlain avenue, the next house. Mr. 
Farley, 4418 Champlain avenue, saw him fall 
and ran across the street, as I did also when 
I saw some one running down the street for 
the doctor, who lives at 4443, opposite to us. 
When I arrived at the porch Mr. Herrick, as 
near as I could judge, was dead. When the 
doctor arrived he pronounced him dead. Mr. 
Herrick did not fall down the steps, and 
had been seated in his chair for some min- 
utes before hö fell.“ 
In view of the conflicting statements thus 
made Coroner Bach is inclined to accept the 
statement as made by Mrs. Herrick to him as 
the true statement of the circumstances at- 
tending the death of Mr. Herrick. As this 
relates that Mr. Herrick died almost in- 
stantly it would seem to Indicate, says Mr. 
Bach, that Mr. Werrick came to his death 
by heart disease. This view, states Pro- 
fessor Mark Delafontaine. will not be incom- 
patible with the finding of powerful irritant 
drugs in the stomach of the dead commission 
broker. The drugs, he states, may have su- 
perinduced the convulsion of the heart that 
caused the death of Mr. Herrick, who other- 
wise might have lived for a long period, 
despite the condition of his heart. 
Professor Delafontaine had no statement 


to make last night as to what further de- 


velopments had been made in his chemical 
analysis and stated nothing definite could 
be ascertained until Monday or Tue 0 
Edward T. Herrick stated last night that 
he intended making an endeavor to ascer- 
tain the identity of the mysterious stranger 
who called at the Coroner’s office on Fri- 
day morning, stating that he had warned 
Mr. Herrick that he would die a violent 


death. Mr. Herrick is of the opinion that the 


stranger could throw some light upon the 
circumstances surrounding the case.

„Tune German vote for President is not to 


be cast as a unit, and cannot be fairly 
claimed by either national political party.“ 


This is the view of the situation held by 
the editor and manager of the Chicago 
t, Fritz Glogauer. Mr. Glogauer 

is in close touch with the Germans in the 
West and the East, and he says there Is not 


so much interest shown over the outcome 
of the Presidential election as there was 
four years ago. 


Mr. Glogauer, continuing, 
expressed himself as follows in regard to the 
outcome of the contest, so far as the Ger- 
mans are concerned: 

“The term ‘German vote’ is used during. 


every campaign, but it is a misnomer and is 


used incorrectly. I do not think there is any 
German vote asthe term usually is meant. 


That is, I do not think the Germans will vote 


together for any one man, In my opinion, 
the vote cannot be recko that way. 

Th vote of the Germans is as much 
divided as the vote of the Americans or the 
Irish or t of any other nationality. Some 
will vote for McKinley and some for Bryan. 
They are as much divided in opinion as are 
any class of people on any great subject. 

Whether imperialism or the money qucs- 
tion is the more important I do not know, and 
I do not think any one can tell whether one 
will overshadow the other. The Germansas 
a class are possibly more independent than 


are most people, and they will vote as they 


believe, This is shown by the way they have 
voted in former elections, each casting his 
ballot according to his individual opinion. 
Many who voted for Cleveland when he was 


elected voted for McKinley when he was 


elected. 

“Up to the present time I have not seen 
any expressions or indications to show how 
the vote will go. It is largely a question of 
conscience whether imperialism or free sil- 
ver predominates. Of course there are some 
who think that the former is bound to bring 


about a condition where a large standing 
army will be a necessity and that our rela- 


tions with foreign powers will endanger the 
republic. It is true history shows that 
desire for conquest has caused the downfall 
of republics. However, this seems to be an 
extreme opinion, as one election cannot de- 
cide the fate of the country. 9 

I have not made up my mind on the sub- 
ject, and the paper is taking a strictly 
neutral ground. No correspondence has 
come in from the readers of the paper to 
indicate their opinions. Four years ago at 
this time letters were coming in from all 
over the country expressing opinions about 
the candidates and their respective plat- 
forms. This yean we are not even getting 
letters from the ks as yet. This would 
indicate that there is not so much early in- 
terest in the present campaign as in the last. 
I will also say this much: I have not met 
a single German Republican in Chicago who 
has told me he is going to change his vote

What the son's name is or where he lived 
when she saw him last old Anne does not 
remember, but as she goes up and down the 
streets, heedless of summer heat or winter's 
storms, she prattles to all who will listen 
of the fine bye she has at home. 

Somewhere in the city, too, is one Cully, 
cabdriver, who wooed Ann McGuire in Ire- 
land twenty-five years ago and brought her 
to America as his bride. Another woman 
has taken her place in his house now, but 
old Anne still cherishes the memory of the 
young gallant who won her from the whole 
countryside. Nine years ago he brought a 
stranger into their home and turned Anne 
into the street, and now the dld woman has 
again been turned out of doors, this time 
by the orders of Captain Revere of the North 
Side police.

It was nine years ago on a winter's night 
when a woman 50 years old came to the 
Chieago Avenue Police Station and asked 
for shelter.

FROGS ARE IN GREAT DEMAND. 


Sixty-twro Thousand Batrachians Sold 
Yesterday in South Water Street— 
Kept in Department Stores. 


South Water street merchants reported 
that over 62,000 frogs were sold yesterday in 
Chicago. This is much bigger than the aver- 
age Saturday sale, which is 55,000, while 
more than 850,000 are sold each week. Al- 
most all the department stores sell frogs at 
retail to fishermen; while the fish merchants 
sell the big frogs, whose legs are used for 
food. 


» The frogs are shipped into Chicago from 


all the nearby Western States. They are 
raised in regular frog farms, except in low 
and marshy localities, where the frogs raise 
themselves without any cultivation.

The department stores have their frog 
tanks up on the top floors. The frogs are 
hardy creatures and manage to eke out an 
existence in their city homes in the depart- 
ment stores for over a month without being 
fed. While enough frogs are secured to 
supply the demands of the fishermen the call 
for big fat frog legs for the table is away

Itallan Fruit Seller Seretelle, Who 
at First Was Expected to Die of the

Richard O’Brien, whose conscience got 
him into a cell, finds confinement irksome. 
He is sustained, however, by his resolution 
to free his innocent friend Kennedy from 
blame for an act done by O’Brien. O’Brien, 
who is only 17 years old, surrendered himself 
and confessed. that he was the one who 
stabbed an Itallan fruit dealer, while Ken- 
nedy, who was held in jail awaiting a hear- 
ing, was innocent. Young O’Brien is now in 
a cell in the Harrison Street Station. He 
has no appetite for the food served to him 
and spends many hours in sleep. 

The crime the youth confesses to occurred 
on the*night of Aug. 8, and nearly resulted in 
a charge of murder. O’Brien, with Ken- 
nedy, was walking down State street. They 
were at Van Buren street and as O’Brien 
passed the fruit stand of Joseph Seretello, 
he asserts that he unwittingly knocked off a 
peach with his coat. He walked on thinking 
he had done no harm, when, he says, Sere- 
telle came up behind him and struck him 
with a hammer, knocking him almost sense- 


less. 

Attacked a Second Time. 
Half an hour later on his way home again 
he passed the Italian's stand. He said noth- 
ing, he says, but the fruit seller attacked 
him, this time with a broom handle. Mean- 
while Kennedy had become engaged im a 
quarrel with a cabman on the corner, who, it 
is said, is a friend of Seretello. Kennedy 
asserts the cabman beat him for no apparent 
cause. O’Brien, seeing he could not defend 
himself or get away from Seretello, drew 
a knife to frighten his assailant. The Italian, 
O’Brien says, continued pounding him, so 
O’Brien raised his dirk and struck, wounding 
the Italign in the left breast near the 
shoulder. 
* Seeing what he had done, the youth es- 
caped, while Kennedy and the cabman were 
still fighting. The police were called and 
Kennedy was arrested. Seretello was taken’ 
to the County Hospftal. It was thought at 
first he had been fatally wounded, but the 
man recovered soon after. The knife thrust 
was within a few inches of the heart. 
O'Brien says he wandered around the city 
and the police never bothered him. After 
he left the scene he saw the police ambu- 
lance’ pass him, and he says only then did

that Kennedy had been arrested, and said 
that his conscience tormented him till he de- 
cided tq give himself up.

China has not so far been one of the ques- 
tions at issue between the parties.

members of this congress are mostly Israel- 
ites from Russia, Poland, Austria, and other. 
parts of eastern Europe. Few people in 
England, Jewish or Christians, take the 
smallest interest in this fanciful project. 
The Jews in Great Britain regard them- 
selves as Englishmen and are not in the least 
inclined to exchange the advantages and 
the amenities of this country for the sun 
baked fields of Palestine.

ment gives. It is always difficult for men 
brought up in an established school of Chris-

Bet Jews Always Persecuted. 

To some extent there has been a disposition 
among professed Christians throughout 
eighteen centuries to regard the Jew as an 
outcast and an inferior being. This has told 
upon the spirit of the Jews and contributed 
not a little to that moral abasement revealed

different, as doubtless in America, and noth- 
ing astonishes the observer of race tenden- 
cies so much in regard to Jews here as their. 
8 to assimilate themselves with other 
, composing nAtions of which they are 
citizens. The English Jew of several gener- 
ations loses even the distinctive physical 
features of his race to an extent that makes 
him often recognizable amongst foreigners 
as an Englishman much more than a He- 
brew. The same holds good of many French 
Jews. Hence the mistake of Zionists in at- 
tempting to recreate a Jewish nation. Not 
in that way is the regeneration of Judaism 
to be effected. The more this great race 
becomes merged in sentiment, in habits, and 
even religious beliefs with the peoples 
amongst whom it makes its home, the better 
will it in the end be, not only for the Jew } 
as such, but for the nations of which he be- 
comes a part. Absorption, in short, not seg- 
regation, and the marking of one section of 
the human family from another, is the goal 
at which they should aim. 2 
Growth of the Movement. 

The Zionist movement for the Jewish colo- 
nization of Palestine, although long a subject 
of discussion, did not assume the tangible 
form. of an organized effort until Aug. 29, 
1897, when the first conference was held at 
Basie. 

This, the first of the great Zionist con- 
gresses, was the outgrowth of a plan sus 
gested by Dr. Theodore Herzl of Vienna, in 
a hiet entitJed A Jewish State.“ 
After a three-days’ session a program was 
adopted and an Executive Central co it- 
tee selected. ; 

The program declares that "the alin of 
Zionism is to create for the Jewish people 
a public, legally assumed home in Pales- 
tine,” and that the means to be adopted 
are the promotion of the settlement in Pal- 
estine of individual Jews, “‘ the centraliza- 
Gon of the entire Jewish people.” 


New State the Goal. 

Thus the object of the Zionist movement is 
seen to be something almost startling in its 
effect on modern history. Broadly stated, 
the men interested in Zionism hope to erect 
a new State in Palestine, with Jerusalem as 
its capital, It is proposed to buy Palestine 
from the Sultan of Turkey, establish.a gov- 
ernment—probably a republic—rebuild Je- 
rusalem on modern lines, build railways, 
revive the commerce, and give to the world 
a new nation. 


Project Is Possible. 

The project ts a daring one, but far from 
being impossible. The new State would 
have a people whose blood and racial char- 
acteristics have remained unchanged for 
thousands of years. The race is there, the 
national traditions, the national history, the 
national religion, the national language. 
Nothing 10 lacking but a home—a govern- 
ment wealthy. enough and powerful enough 
to command the respect of the other nations 
of the world. 

At the first Zionist movement an Execu- 
tive committee was appointed, consisting 
of nine delegates representing Austria-Hun- 
gary, four from Russia, three ffom the Bai- 
kan States, two from Germany, and one 
from France. 

In the first Executive committee named 
England, the United States, Italy, Holland, 
and other countries were not represented, 
for the reason that at that time Zionism had 
not attracted especial attention.

In Ger- 
many the Union dit German Rabbis issued 
an appeal calling on Jews to hold aloof 
from the movement. The chief rabbi of 
England called Zionism an ‘‘ egregious blun- 
der,“ and the chief rabbis of France and 
Belgium condemned it. 

In fact, so general was the agitation 
against the popular Jewish State that the 
Executive committee paid more attention 
to the subject of colonization than to 
the establishment of an independent Jew- 
ish' State. 

Less objection was felt to a movement 
that would aid existing Jewish colonies 
in Palestine and promote agricultural effort. 


Basle Congress. 

The second Z ngress, held at Basle 

ore largely attended than its 

predecessor, It resolved, as the goal of its 

efforts, to secure a legally assured home 

for Jews who suffer from persecution, and to 

establish a bank to raise funds for the pur- 

pose of buying lands and concessions in 
Palestine. 

But the agitation in favor of erecting a 
Jewish government in Palestine had the 
effect of closing that territory to Jewish im- 
migration. The Sultan of Turkey was quick 
to take alarm at a movement which openly 
avowed its object to be to exercise control 
over a portion of his dominion. Asa result 


of the Sultan's hostility the growth of the 


twenty Jewish colonies in Palestine was

The. promotors of Zionism then had to 
divert their efforts for a time from their 
ofiginal purpose and endeavor to secure 
more favorable terms from the Sultan.

Galicia, Roumania, and elsewhere, principal- 
ly composed of the Russian element. In 
England large meetings of Zionists were 
held. The leading rabbis of Europe, how- 
ever, continued to hold aloof from the move- 


ment, denouncing it as unpatriotic, vision- | 


and mischievous. 


All Lands Interested. 

“The movement continued to spread, how- 
ever. It appealed to large numbers as the

At the third Zionist congress, held at Basle 
last year, it was asserted that the movement 
had made satisfactory progress.

BERLIN, Aug. 18.—[Copyrighted, 1900, by 
the Associated Press.]~The flight of the 
Dowager Empress and the disappearance of 
the Emperor of China are here regarded as 
of much greater and lasting importance 
than the mere taking of Pekin, and the com- 
plications resulting therefrom are specula- 
tively discussed by the press and in political 
circles. . 

The overwhelming opinion is that, since 
all the powers have agreed to install a strong 
central government at Pekin, it becomes 
necessary, first, to destroy, or at least ren- 
der harmless, the fugitive government, 


eruption. Therefore, it is claimed, it is 
necessary to follow and capture the fugi- 
tives. This probably will call for the em- 
ployment of large additional forces besides’ 
those which are now in China. 

Surmises as to whether the United States, 
Great Britain, and Japan will also share 
therein or leave the burden to Russia, 
France, and, above all, to Germany, fill the 
papers today. The German government ad- 
heres to the view that perfect harmony pre- 
vails among the powers regarding immediate 
action in China. 


Kaiser’s Policy Is Ignored. 

A, number of the opposition papers ex- 
press deep dissatisfaction with the ignoring 
of the Reichstag and the whole of the Em- 
peror’s China policy, declaring it far exceeds 
the limits laid down by Count von Bülow, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, in his circu- 
lar to the ruling Princes of Germany on 
July uU.

Herr von Brandt, a former Minister to 
China, in the missionary organ, Chriseniche 
Welt, puts the largest amount of blame for 
the Chinese outbreak on the missionaries, 
citing a mass of evidence in support of his 
assertions. He says: 

“Two-thirds of the work of the legation 
and consulates in China had been occasioned 
by the complaints, demands, and claims of 
missionaries."’

That Bo will 
come back to Ottawa as member of the next 
Parliament, sitting for Labelle, and accom- 
‘panied by six or eight other French-Ca- 
nadian members, pledged to oppose military 
help to Great Britain by Canada in any 
future war, is generally believed in French- 
Canadian circles here. What puzzles the on- 
lookers is the effect this is going to have on 
Laurier's chances in Quebec. 


Lady Laurier accompanied the first Min- 
ister and shared his triumphs during the 


Eastern trip, and was everywhere en- 
thusiastically received. The Préemier’s wife 
is one of the most pleasant women in Canada 
to become acquainted with. Quite a num- 


ber of receptions and social gatherings have 


been held in their honor, and the trip will 
long be remembered by Sir Wilfrid and 
Lady Laurier as one of the most delightful 
they have ever had. 

Opposition papers are displaying the fig- 
ures of the last genera) election to set up the 
again that the Conservatives polled 
ost votes, and if the majority of votes 
cast settled the question of who should rule 
the country Sir Charles Tupper would have 
been the man instead of Sir Wilfrid Laurier.

The number of votes by which the respec- 


‘tive candidates were elected has nothing to 


do with the decision. If the number of Tup- 
per's supporters returned to Parliament éx- 


, ceeds the number of Laurier’s supporters it 


is Tupper for whom his Excellency will send. 
and vice versa, no matter which side polled 
most votes. 
At the last election the vote was split up 
between four sets of eandidates, instead 
of two, the Conservatives and Liberals, the 
great parties of the state. The other two 
sets of aspirants were Independents and 
Patrons. In the end, the Independents and 
Patrons disappeared as separate parties and 
were swallowed up by the Ministerialists 
and opposition respectively. This year the 
Independents and Patrons may reappear, 


and a Labor party as well; and besides these 


‘the fProhibitionists will unquestionably 
strain every nerve to return pledged pro- 
hibition members to Parliament. In Quebec, 


besides the Bleus and Rouges, there will be 


the anti-British Imperialists. So the issues 
and organizations that are coming to the 
surface at the approaching electoral struggle 


will be more numerous and more compli- 


cated than usual. 


Tupper Firm on the Tariff. 
Before Sir Charles Tupper left London on 
his return to Canada he put himself on rec- 
ord unmistakably on the interimperial tariff 
question. It will be remembered that he 
savagely assailed the government prefer- 
ential policy prior to the prorogation of Par- 
liament as a fake policy and a policy dic- 
tated by a deliberate desire to place difficul- 
ties in the way of closer relations with Great 
Britain and the empire, rather than promote 
them. The leader of the opposition claimed 
that Canada could have had discriminatory 
treatment for her products from Great 
Britain had the Laurier administration 
elected to stand out for it, that Chamberlain 
was only waiting for an expression of such 
desire to respond, and that a majority of 
hamberlain’s. colleagues 
eet Canada’s wishes more than half way. 
He leid down as unassaflable doctrine that 
Canada’s true policy was to approach the 
imperial government for interimperial free 


trade 


Sir Charles has now definitely stated what 
the course of his government would be on 
the preferential question in the event of his 
being once more returned to power. He 
would definitely propose to the imperial and 
colonial governments an interimperial tariff, 
giving the component parts of the empire 
free trade, just as there is. unrestricted free 
trade between all the States of the union, 
with this exception only, that it might be 
modified to some extent in cases where 
found to be necessary for revenue purposes. 
The imposition of such preferential duties 


| as might be found practicable in favor of 


British empire products and discriminatory 
against foreign products would, Sir Charles 
maintained, make the empire practically a 
trade unit. 3 

This declaration is in reality on all fours 
with the views Mr. Chamberlain has for 
some years favored... The great object, so 
far as Canada is. concerned, would be co 
create discrimination against United States 
products that come into competition with 
Canadian products. As regards United 
States products that do not compete with 
Canadian products, no opposition would be 
offeredto Great Britain and all the colonies 
putting them on the free list forever. This 
attitude might possibly be exhibited even 
towards United States products that do 
compete, but not to any serious extent, par- 
ticularly in those grades of manufactured 
goods in which Canadian manufacturers 
say they are confident.they can meet United 
States competition in any market in the 
world. On the above defined policy of pref- 
erential trade, Sir Charles Tupper will op- 
pose the Laurier policy of an unconditional 
83% per cent preference to Great Britain 
when the government makes its appeal to 
the country.

„OPEN DOOR” IN PERIL. 


Paris Press Deems Friendship of 
the United States a Blow at 


London's Hopes.

SELFISH POLICY CHARGED. 


PARIS, Aug. 18.—[Copyright, 1900, The As- 
sociated Press. ]—England’s first decision to 
land troops in Shanghai is considered here 
as unmasking her real intention as to China 
as being one of selfish interests. Her inde- 
pendent action created not a little criticism. 

It is even stated that her course cast sus- 
picion upon the genuineness of England's at- 
titude regarding the open door policy, for 
had. England been left ip possession of the 
port of Shanghai and in control of the rich 
resources of the Yang-tse Valley she easily 
could have been satisfied with her position, 
whether or not the remainder of the powers 
secured commercial privileges in the Oriental 
empire. Figaro, speaking of this, says: 

England in wishing to operate alone on 
the Yang-tse seems to desire to return to the 
policy of spheres of influence, thus tripping 
the theory of the open door,’ which lately 
she was defending ardently.“ 


Classes England with China. 


_ La Patrie goes even farther, saying: ‘“ The 
powers have after all two struggles to sus- 
tain—one open, against the Chinese; the 
other entirely secret, against England. One 
scarcely knows which predominates, the 
duplicity of the Chinese or the duplicity of 
England.“ 

This, however, is not alone the source 
of resentment against what most French- 


for official circles credit her, by news dis- 
patches originating from an English source, 
with an effort to belittle the valor and cour- 
age of the French soldiers and marines in 
China, accusing them of cowardice. 
England has not been unmindful of the 
close decord into which the events of the 
last two months, by associations, social and 
commercial, between the French and Amer- 
ican republics, through the Washington and 
Lafayette monuments and the visitors to the 
exposition, have brought the two sister re- 
publics,“ said a prominent official today, 
and she is now using the same methods 
pursued during the Spanish war to turn 
aside this sentiment and influence American 
public opinion to the belief that England is 
the greatest friend America has among the 
European powers.“ 


‘ Imperialist Party Is Divided. 
‘The annual reunion of Imperialists and 
Royalists, which was held Wednesday last, 
should not arouse great anxiety for the safe- 
ty of the republic,. because of the character 
of these meetings. The Imperialists them- 
selves divided into two groups, holding sep- 
arate banquets, one of which drank the 
health of Louis Bonaparte and sent a mes- 
sage to. Empress Eugenie, while the other 
was completely devoted to Victor Napoleon. 
The occupation of Adrar, the principal city 
of the Touat oasis of north Africa, by Gen- 
eral Serviere, is considered a success for 
French arms of no little importance. General 
Serviere has now complete possession of 
three groups of Saharan oases, and this has 
been accomplished without striking a blow, 
and if he has been ‘able to penétrate the 
Touat oasis with the feeble escort at his 
command, it would appear that the French 
are masters of the region stretching between 
Algieria, Tunisia, Tripoli, and Morocco. 
Doubtless there will be struggles for inde- 
pendence on the part of the tribes, but one is 
able to foresee the day when these nomadics 
will be forced to follow the fate of others.

‘WILL CURTAIL EXPENSES. 


A reduction of 80 per cent can be made in 
the city payrolls, in the judgment of Alder- 
man Mavor, chairman of the Finance com- 
mittee. It oan be effected by discharging 
superfluous employés and by reducing the 
scale of wages which the city pays to car- 
penters, painters, structural iron workers, 
and other artisans and employés in the city 
departments. Publication of the eity pay- 
rolls has made evident that the ehe paye & 
larger scale to its employés than the work- 
men Would receive if under a contractor and 
receiving the union rate of wages. 

The union scale of wages for carpenters is 
42% cents an hour, for structural iron work- 
ers 50 cents an hour, for painters 40 cents, 
and for masons and bricklayers 50 cents and 
less an hour. The city payrolls, as published 
for the first time, show that the city has paid 
from $2 to $8 a week more to carpenters 
than they would receive from contractors, 
and structural tron workers from §5 to §7 
a Week more than would be demanded by a 
union from a contractor. Similar increases 
in other trades are indicated.

F. B. Meyer of London Thinks the Ex- 
3 pulsion of Foreign Missionaries 
Will Promote Cause for Which They 
Are Working-—Talk of Organising 
tor a Campaign in the New Century 
«Northfield Scheel Endowment In- 
The Rev. F. B. Meyer, the London Bap- 
tist, who is the pastor of Christ Co 
tional Church in that city, has been in this 
country a fortnight and is now taking ship 
for home. While in America he made the 
statement that in view of the troubles in 
China it ht be well if all miasionaries 
there were clear out and stay cleared 
out forever. He gave reasons that have led 
to a great deal of discussion, and some op- 
position, and there is widespread interest, 
since all missionary society secretaries are 
to meet in New York a month hence to dis- 
cuss this matter: What ought the churches 
to do about present conditions in China? 
Here is the position of the Rev. Mr. Meyer 
in his own words: . 
It might be the best thing for China, and 
India as well, if all the American and Buro- 
n missionaries would have to clear out. 
have had no personal experience or obser- 
vation in China, but I have in India. The 


ene thing lacking in the life the Indian 
Christians is independence. lean on 
the foreign missionaries. If the migsion- 


aries went two things would happen: 1. 
The ‘rice Christians’ would drop off. 2. 
Those upon wham real growth must depend 
would be compelled to take a determined 
stand, and through them the Holy Ghost 
probably would produce a native Christian 
church that would prove the one organiga- 
tion for the evangelization of India. I doubt 
if India can be evangelized by present meth- 
ods. English missionaries, and, to an en- 
tent, American missionaries as well, stand 
as the representatives of a conquering race, 
to whom the weak cringe or look for support 
and from whom the self-reliant stand aloof. 

* As in the case of Madagascar, the awful 
persecution back in the ‘@0s proved the 
means of developing a strong Madagascar 
Christian church, so persecutions in China 
incident to the present upheavel may well 
prove, in God's hands, the development of 
a strong Chinese Christian church. In Chi- 
na the gospel is not now indigenous. I think 
the time is ready for the withdrawal of for- 
eign missionaries from China. The early 
Christian church had not so long a tinie of 
probation before its leaders were given over 
to martyrdom, and yet the church stood, It 
will stand in China.” : 


Week of Prayer for China. 


The Rev. Dr. Henry C. Mabie, senior sec- i 


retary of the American Baptist Missionary 
union, has made a suggestion to all secre- , 
taries having work in China that the several 
boards of foreign missions throughout the 
world arrange a week of prayer, 

of the matter he says: 

Wo do not know what is best to be done, 
and when we are in such a position the wise 
thing to do is to wait upon God in prayer 
until he leads us. I think China's attitude 
a challenge to the whole Christian world. 
Therefore the world ought to consider the 
answer. Not the secretaries only, but the 
churches, all of them, should unite in the 
week proposed.

Best Work of Bouguereau. 


A group of paintings by Bouguereau in this 
room might well cause some emotion in the 
breast of a picture dealer. This emotion 
might turn to envy upon examining the cata- 
logue, where several of them are inscribed 
as the property of well known dealers. To 
some other people the impeccable drawing 
and the artificial color and waxy smooth- 
ness of Bouguereau’s painting is little less 
than offensive. They can see no merit in 
his art and are unwilling even to consider 
itart. A conservative estimate of his paint- 
ing should give him credit for a sustained 
effort and a near approach to perfection in 
his chosen line. His work is pretty rather 
than beautiful, and his subjects and color 
are untruthful to nature and will conse- 
quently become old-fashioned—something 
which does not happen to the work of a 
great student of nature. 

Bouguereau has confined himself almost 
entirely to two classes of subjects in his 
paintings—formal religious subjects and 
modernized classical subjects, with a prefer- 
ence for the exploits of Cupid. Both are 
represented in a group of eight pictures by 
him, in which there is a portrait and a group 
of two pretty children. 

Delaciuse has developed an interesting 
scene of life in prehistoric times in a Re- 
turn from the Hunt,” in which a group of 
men are dragging the carcass of a wild boar 
inte their cave dwelling, where their women, 
children, and old men are bestirring them- 
selves to receive it.

The subjects treated by Demont, with the 
exception of a number of excellent warm- 
toned landscapes, excite curiosity in strange 
conceptions rather than interest in their 
artistic qualities. He shows Moses looking 
into the promised land, Apollo lamenting 
Puridice or saluting the rising sun in strange 
landscapes, with weird formations of earth 
evidently suggested by the dunes of the 
north of France. In a still more fantastic 
variation of the same sort of a landscape 
he shows the Danaides tolling in Tartarus to 
fill the bottomless vessel and the water 
flowing from it lit up by the flames of 
Phlegeton. 

The forced values and the too brilliant 
color of Carolus Duran are seen in a num- 
ber of portraits. His paintings have the 
erudity of color and lack of atmosphere of 
an image seen through an optical glass. 
Pasty flesh tones and drawing that is not 
always good are other defects which make 
the showing by this artist little more than a 
reminiscence of his past glories. Exaggera- 
tion is weakness, and what were once bril- 
ant qualities have been exaggerated into 
defects. In one portrait, a mandolin player, 
there is more feeling and more delicacy.) 


Drama of the Sea. 


Alfred Guillou has in this gallery an im- 
pressive scene of one of those dramas of the 
sea which are not uncommon on the coast of 
Brittany. It is entitled “Adieu,” and 
shows a sailor and his son clinging to a 
broken spar in a furious storm. The father 
is kissing his boy’s face, which ts already 
white with exhaustion from their hopeless 
struggle for life. 

Jean Beraud has been given a place of 
honor in the next gallery. When this artist 
was younger he won a reputation by paint- 
ing the actualities of Paris and its street 
types.

REVIEW OF STEINIT?’S BRIL- 


‘When a Boy He Practices His Favorite 


Game on a Home-Made Board tor 
lack of Money to Purchase a Better 
One—His First Attempt at Playing 
Blindfolded Resultsin Victory~An- 
ecdotes of the Famous Player's Life 
and Summary of His Achievements. 


{BY L. URDEMANN.} 

William Steinitz, whose death occurred last 
Sunday at the Manhattan State Hos- 
pital, was born May 18, 1886, at Prague. 
He learned to play chess when quite young 
and already as a boy was considered the 
strongest player of his native city. At 2 he 
entered the Polytechnic Institute at Vienna. 
He Was then boarding in the family of a poor 
tailor and, being himself too poor to buy a 
chess board and men, he practiced his favor; 
ite game at home on a prepared sheet of pa- 
per with men made of bits of different col- 
ored cardboard on which he wrote their 


names. 

Entering the rooms of the old Vienna Chess 
Club one day, which then had its meetings 
in the Rebhuhn-Café, he was an interested 

tator of the many games progressing. 
President asked him whether he knew 
the game and in the conversation following 
Steinits offered to play blindfold. Two ot the 
club’s best players, Nicholas Falkbeer, a 
brother of the inventor of the Falkbeer 
counter bit, and E. Pitschel at once ac- 
cepted challenge and had the good inten- 
tion of routing the daring stranger. But 
Steinitz defeated them both and thus made 
his entry into the chess world in a triumph- 
ant and spectacular manner. 
One of his frequent adversaries in those 


days was the rich banker, Epstein, to whom, 


the champion generally conceded knight 
odds. When Steinitz in a game one day con- 
sideted long and carefully the banker gave 
expression to his impatience by a long drawn 
out Nuh!" Steinitz made his move, a very 
good one, and it was then the banker's turn 
to think hard and long. Nuh!" said Stein- 
its. This angered Epstein and he asked: Do 
you know who I am, sir?” Quicker than a 
flash Steinitz replied: ‘‘ O, yes, on the bourse 
are Epstein, but here I am Epstein.” 

In 1860 Steinitz had to discontinue his poly- 
technic studies on account of weak eyes and 
constant breast trouble. He entefed the 
journalistic field and was connected with a 
prominent newspaper. He played chess in 
his leisure hours and improved steadily, 
largely through frequent practice with Karl 
Hamppe, after whom the Hamppe-Allgaier 
gambit is named, and who was then the 
matador of Vienna chess. His steady ad- 
vance to the master rank Steinits demon- 
strated by his position in three tourneys of 
the Vienna Chess Club, in which he was 
third in 1859, second in 1860, and first in 1861. 


Steinitz Goes to London, | 

The Vienna club then sent the young mas- 
ter to the London international tournament 
of 1862 as ite representative, and, although 
he was placed sixth, he showed his great tal- 
ent by the following game, which the great 
Anderssen pronounced to have been the 
most briltiamt in the contest, and on account 
of which at the banquet Lord Ravensworth 
named him the brilliant Austrian cham- 
pion

Steinits as a Composer. 

Steinitz was not only the greatest player 
of his time, but he distinguished himself 
in other branches of the game. He was 
a composer of problems and end-games. 
His analytical investigations have intro- 
duced many meritorious innovations into 
the theory of the openings, although in his 
later years he advocated many lines of 
play that met with the condemnation of 
other experts. To his own disadvantage

sometimes succeed with them because he 
was the stronger player. His critical an- 
notations to games appearing in his chess 
columns, his magazine, and his Works on 
the kame stand out prominently as speci- 
mens of perfection. He attributed his suc- 
ces over all competitors to a style of play 
which he was pleased to Gall the mod- 
ern school and of which he claimed to be 
the father. If the redder wishes to Know 
just what the modern school is, where 


so from the Modern Chess Instructor, @ 
work which Steinits Intended to publish 
in three volumes, but of which only one 
left the press. Steinits was sensitive, quick 
to resent the slightest reflection upon him, 
and, owing to his great combativeness, 
made many enemies. This Was particularly 
the case when he ruined the success of 
his own International Chess Magazine by 
introducing therein a “ personal and gen- 
eral’’ column, for attacks on his (often 
imaginary) enemies. 

After his second match with Lasker (1898 
1897) the aged master broke down mentally. 
He was confined in an asylum at Moscow 
for forty days by the Russian authorities 
and had some grewsome experietices. When 
he returned to thé United States, Which 
had been his home since 1883, he claimed 
that his breakdown was caused by his over- 
strung nervous system. Before the match 
he had taken the Kneipp cure in Bavaria 
to restore his badly shattefed health. The 
severe Russian winter also did not agree 
with him. The main reason of his decline, 
however, undoubtedly was his grieving over 
his loss of prestige and consequent poverty. 
His final mental collapsé occurred early this 
year. He was sent to a sanitarium, rele 
in April, again confined in May, and re- 
mained there to his end, which, as thé

Julien to the world’s championship. which he 
held until the appearance of Maud S., but 
I once drove a trotter to wagon and beat all 
the race records at that way of going. More 
than this, I did it without starting out to, 
and in fact without any idea that the horse 
was up to the task. | 

Lou all remember the big trotter Alfred 
S. that I brought East from California about 
1990. I won a great race with him at the 
Washington Park meeting that summer, 
beating MeDoel, then the star of Budd Do- 
ble’s stable, ang by the way in that race Al- 
fred 8. trotted the final quarter of one of his 
heats in :31%, which was a wonderful per- 
formance to high-wheel sulky. It was the 
same year that Sunol and Palo Alto were 
such attractions, and Marvin arranged to 
give an exhibition with them at the Belmont 
Park track, Philadelphia. He wanted to put 
my horse on the program and I told him to go 
ahead. When the time came I found Alfred 
S. had been matched against another horse 
with the proviso that He was to pull a wagon. 
Now, I had never driven him a step that way 
hitched and did not know how he would per- 
form, but I did know that he was a good 
handful if he made a break, and so took care 
to select a strong, heavy wagon.

Axtell was sold at 
the fall race meeting in this city in 1889 to 
a syndicate composed of W. P. Iams of this 
city, Colonel Conley of Chicago, since dead, 
and Frank Moran and Mr. Brush of Detroit 
for $105,000 two hours after he had made the 
phenomenal stalion record of 2:12 to an old 
high-wheel sulky.

SEARCHLIGHT’S GREAT VICTORY.

HUNT PRAIRIE. CHICKENS. 


LEGAL SEASON OPENS TOMORROW 
IN NORTH DAKOTA. | 


In Most of the States the Opening Does 
Not Occur Until Sept. 1, but Already 
the “Sooners” Have Destroyed 
Many of the Birds—How the Habits 
of the Game Have Changed from the 
Good Old Days—This Season Is Pro- 
nounced a Good One. 


(BY E. HOUGH.) 

Tomorrow, Aug. 20, is opening day for the 
prairie chicken season n North Dakota. It 
is the date which for many years in the 
past was considered plenty late enough to 
wait before beginning to harvest the chicken 
crop. That was in the old days when we had 
plenty of chickens in all the Western States, 
Illinois included. For some time this grand 
game bird has been growing scarcer and 
searcer, and different States have sed 
different laws in the vain attempt fo pre- 
serve it in something like its former abun- 


dance. These attempts have chiefly been 


made in the form of better laws and not in 
the better enforcement of such laws as we 
already had, so the opening date has been 


made later and later. Today the State ot 


North Dakota is almost the only one to have 
so early an opening date as Aug. 20. Min- 
nesota, her next door neighbor, sets Sept. 
1 as the opening time, and this latter date is 
the one which has been practically accepted 
as the correct one for the beginning of the 
chicken season in the West. Illinois names 
this date, and so does Wisconsin, as well as 
Iowa and Nebraska. Kansas has a date 
which is near prohibitive—Oct. 1. At that 


late date the prairie grouse is big and strong 


enough to take care of himself, so much 80 
that the hunter is the one who needs the 
protection. 

The inference from all these varying dates 
is that the prairie chicken has increased in 
value, and that is about all the comfort one 
may find in the situation. The fact of the 
matter is that the game laws regarding this 
bird are but little respected. Shooting on 

the young birds begins in every one of the 
States above mentioned as early as the ist 
of July. By the ist of August In many 
parts of the West the coveys are already 
broken up. By the legal opening date the 
birds are wild as hawks, and of the year’s 
increase more than nine-tenths have already 
gone into the pockets of the “ sooners,” as 
the early and illegal shooters are called. 
There is in each of the States above men- 
tioned some sort of an attempt at a fish and 
game commission, which does the best it 
can with the machinery in its power to en- 
force the game laws. That these efforts are 
more or less useless or imperfect the game 
markets of our large cities for the summer 


month prove well. Prairie chickens at $5 | 


a dozen are a temptation to a great many 
shooters, who would not take such risks for 
the .pure sport of shooting, though tempt- 
ing purely as a matter of easy sport is this 
big and easy bird in midsummer, when its 
flesh is. delightful to eat, and its flapping 
flight out of the grass at one’s feet is some- 
thing which any tyro with the gun can 
easily master. | 
License Non-Residents. 

The latest phase of chicken protection, or 
rather the latest legal Muff at such protec- 
tion, isthe non-resident license act, by which 
some States have sought to make it less 
easy and popular for shooters from outside 
States to come in and kill the local birds. 
We have such a license law in Illinois, and 
it makes us unpopular with our neighbors in 
Missouri and Iowa. Minnesota wants noth- 
ing from shooters who only go after chick- 
ens, though she collects $25 from deer shoot- 
ers. It costs you §25 to shoot prairie chick- 
ens out in North Dakota, unless you live 
there or own a quarter of section of land 
there. You have to dig out $10 m South 
Dakota before you can, as a non-resident, 
‘shoot prairie chickens there. Even Wiscon- 
sin, our next-door neighbor on the north, 
and the most popular playground known to 
Chicagoans, exacts a $10 tribute from the 
stranger within her gates who carriesa gun 
after Sept.1. You have to sweeten it again 
for $10, too, if you go up there the following 
year. 

All these measures are good in a way, and 
no doubt they do keep out a good many reck- 
less. guns and save a certain number of 
birds, but they are weak, just as all our 
Western game iaws are weak, upon the 
executive side. e laws have never been 
popular in Amerika, amd, indeed, have long 
been practically dead letters upon our stat- 
ute books. They will no doubt be held ini 
Ught repute until the time comes when 
selfishness has overstepped iteelf, and when 
even the selfish see they cannot have their 
cake and eat it. Then, perhaps, if it be not 
too late, the shooters willi cast about for some 
method of taking care of what little cake 
they have left, which by that time will seem 

ceedingly valuable, and worth keeping 

ose watch upon. Inany other country but 
America such wasteful ways as ours would 
long ago have found an end. : 


Number Is Rapidly Diminishing. 
In the old days the prairie chicken was too 
common all over the West to be considered 
of any value at all. It was rarely that farm- 
er or townsman cared to eat them, simply 
because he could eat them when he liked. 


That the time would ever come when this 


bird would be an object of commerce, eagerly 
sought after as a marketable commodity, 
utterly im- 
possible. Everybody who shot at all had a 
chicken dog, and could go out any day he 
liked, and get a mess of chickens.” It was 
supposed that this state of affairs would 
last forever. No one could think that the 
innumerable thousands of these splendid 
game birds would ever be appreciably dimin- 
ished. Yet it has proved in the case of the 


chicken much as it was with Casabianci on 


the burning deck. Now you saw him, and 
then again you didn’t see him. Ask of the 
winds where ‘either went. 

Today there is no chicken country which is 
in the least adequate to the demands made 
upon it, not even the legal de to say 
nothing of the illegal and selfish exactions 


imposed t it by the unscrupulous, It is 
not truthful to say. that the bird is extinct 


| 


— 


or in danger of immediate extinction, for 
such is not really the case, but the supply 
is not equal to one-tenth of the demand. In 
a few days after the opening day, even ina 
country where the birds have been jealously 
guarded by a mutually suspicious commun- 
ity, the coveys are cut up, and the sport 18 
practically over forthe year. You may have 
a nice bit of country marked off for your 
September hunt, say in Minnesota or Wis- 
consin. Get to it quickly, and as near to 
Sept. 1 as possible, for if you do not you will 
be too late. There is not a corner of the land 
which ie not watched with eaglelike eager- 
ness for its annual yield of chickens. In 
some places, if the local game wardens are 
exceptionally active, there may be hal the 
chicken crop left at opening day. In most 
places you will find but four or five birds 
to the covey left, and in the village streets 
one or more fat and satisfied shooters who 
have a smile similar to that of the cat which 
has eaten the canary. : 


Fine Specimens Near Chicago. 


There are birds enough in Illinois to offer 
some sport, and, indeed, at the close of the 
three years’ close season which we once 
had in Illinols this State had more chickens 
than both the Dakotas and Minnesota put 
together. Since then the supply has been 
cut down low again, though not to the point 
of extinction. The vicinity of Chicago was 
always a fine natural chicken ground, and 
upper Illinois produced the largest and 
heaviest specimens of the pinnated grouse 
to be found in any part of America. The old 
Winnebago swamps were a great natural 
breeding ground for the birds, and even 
yet, in such places as Ashton, Amboy, Lee 
Center, etc., all within 75 or 100 miles 
‘of Chicago, there are to be found fair 
numbers of the handsomest game birds of 
the upland regions. More than that, there 
is hardly a year goes by but that a few 
toveys of prairie chickens are raised out 
in the southwest coruer of this city, toward 
Summit, and within eight miles of the City 
Hall of Chicago. This does not show what 
abundance still exists of these birds, but 
it does show how easy it would be to have 


. abundance of them, if the birds were given 


half a chance. Even with its habits changed 
by a changed environment, its open prairies 
gone, and every bit of grass country zeal- 
ously cultivated by the thrifty farmer, the 
prairie chickens find odds and ends of breed- 
ing pluces in the corners of the fields, and 
still manage to rear their broods, even on 
country which has been farmed for a full 
generation in Western civilization. 


Old-Time Method of Hunting. 


In the old times there were but few wheat 
fields in the heart of the chicken range, and 
there Were no section lines, no fences, and 
almost no roads at all. Everywhere swept 
the unending sea of the praries, at almost 
any point of which one might, from July to 
October, blunder upon the brood of some 
good chicken mother. The manner of hunt- 
ing in those days was simple and nearly al- 
ways the same. The party drove across the 
prairtes or the infrequent stubblé fields in 
a wagon or buggy, the dog ranging out from 
side to side until the birds were found. A 
good chickem dog would hold his point for 


an indefinite length of time, and if one knew 


his dog he took his to time to getting ready 
for the shot. He walked id behind his dog 
and urged the old fellow up inch by inch 
until at last the timorous birds took wing, 
going up almost from between his feet. The 
birds were big and steady flying, their speed 
in the summer months not great, and the 
range was so close that it was inexcusable 
to miss many shots. Anybody could hit a 
chicken, and almost anybody could mark 
down the covey to the spot where it alighted 
again, close huddled, not more than a few 
hundred yards from where it first took wing. 
It was certain that the dog would find them 
easily again, after he had picked up the 
dead ones. Thus it went, from covey to 

vey, until the hunger or greed of the 
‘shooter were glutted. It was not unusual 
for a party to kill a hundred birds to a half 
dozen guns in an afternoon. One gun often 
would kill twenty, forty, fifty, sometimes 
100 birds ina day. Agood shot did not miss 
many chickens during the months of July 


and August, or rather up to the middle of 


August. In an early season the birds are 
sometimes nearly grown by the middle of 
August. 

These birds are fond of picking around on 
the wheat stubble, and a good wheat stubbie 
is sure to attract any birds in the neighbor- 
hood. They. come out to feed in the morning 
and evening. After the wheat farmers began 
to get in all over the West the hunters took 
to the farms rather than to the prairies, be- 
cause they knew the birds would be gathered 
in upon the wheat fields in the shooting sea- 
son, though they bred out in the grass coun- 
try and around the edges of the sloughs. 
Every country boy has heard the weird, wild, 
musical note of the wooing grouse in the 
springtime, a sound indescribable and dis- 
tinctive, one of the sounds which are passing 
away in the West. The old “ booming 
grounds on top of some windswept prairie 
hill, where the prairie chickens held their 
love dances in the day gone by, are things 
about which not all shooters today know 
much. We get word now that there are some 
birds at such and such a place in such and 
such a State, and with a highly trained and 
customarily worthless dog which has hardly 
seen a chicken in all his life, we hurry out to 
the rendezvous with the local man who 
serves as guide and mentor. We shoot a few 
birds, perhaps, out of the scattered and in- 
frequent covey that we find. We come home, 
and have a dinner at the club, and brag about 
our skill. That is not chicken shooting in its 
best bilities, and not such as once it was, 
when there were real prairies in the West. 


Changed Habits of the Game 


Over most of the farming regions of 
middie West today the time of 
ing pure and simple has passed away. The 
day of stock-raising and diversified farming 
has come. Our-farmers raise corn to feed 
their stock, and so, instead of waving seas 
of grasses or yellow seas of wheat we have 
the green oceans of the wide corn fields. 
This one fact of a change in farming prac- 
tice has been the salvation of the prairie 
chicken in‘much of the West. Any creature 
continually perseq;tted by man comes to 
learn new habits, in order to protect itself, 
and the dull-witted chicken has learned a 
few things, though it was never a bright 
creature at its best. The shooter who is 
out after these birds in Iowa, Minnesota, 
Inlinois—even in much of North and South 
Dakota—in these days will find that as soon 
as the birds are put up on the stubble they 
fly as far as they can and Haut in the middle

from the short flight of the old days, when 
they lighted on the open prairie and in full 
sight. The dog could then work them up 
with not the least trouble In the world. 
Now the dog goes into the corn, and is at 
once lost to sight. His master does not 
know whether or not the dog has a point. 
The bird knows well what is going on. He 
hears the dog coming and sees him, and him- 


close, as he once did, in the grass. He runs 
ahead of the dog, and at last takes wing, 
well out of range of the shooter. The latter | 
hears the soul-startling burst of wings and 
tries to get a shot, but the corn ts higher 
than his head, and he cannot see. If he 
does get a shot, and, perhaps, knock down a 
bird, he cannot see to mark the rest of the 
covey. Three or four shots in such sur- 
roundings is about all that one may expect 
out of a covey of birds, and a few of the 
covey are left to fight another day. Had 
the old prairie remained tilt now in the West, 
and had the shooters increased to the pres- 
ent numbers, it is sure the prairie chicken 
would nave been an extinct bird long before 
this time. It was always the most helpless 
of all our game birds. A great many men 
do not care to shoot it because it does not 
offer keen sport. Such shooters are chiefly 
those who had a wide experience with the 
bird in earlier days. To any one who first 
g es a nice bunch of these handsome game 
b.rds the temptation to go out and have a 

In cornfield shooting there fs a dit of sport 
to t. Later in the fall, say in October, whem 
the birds are lusty and strong, and go rock~ 
ing off on the wind with the derisive cack-e 
which every fal grouse shooter knows 80 
well, the game is a harder one for even the 
steadier shots. Sometimes fine fun can be 
got out of the birds in a cornfield im the late : 
fall, if one can keep them moving til they 
have flown two or three flights, and finally 
have Mghted a bit fatigued and warm, in the 
middle of the day. They them lie close to the 
dog, and offer what may be called the cream 
of shooting at the bird. They y bold and 
strong, and are not knocked down by a 
stray pe-let like the summer flappers which 
squawk around in the When one gets 
such a bird in the fall he has something to 
admire—a grand, handsome, motied fel- 
low, whose supertor the world never saw in 
general lovableness. If England had halt 
the chickens that IMinois has, they would 
be worth a double milifon pounds. Here we 
estimate them at about 80 cents. 


Opening Date Is Too Late. 


The date of Sept. 1 is not liked by chicken 
shooters for an opening day, because by 
that time the birds are getting wiser and 
warier, and do not lie so well to the dog, 
and every one knows thatthe work of the 
dog ig more than half the sport of a chicken 
hunt. By that time the nights are growing 
cool, and it seems to be a peculiarity of this 
bird to get wild with cold weather. After 
the frosts come it begins to pack up into big 
bands, and then it is next to impossible to 
do much with it, for it rises wild ahead of 
the dog, and seems to be as wise agit once 
was foolish. To be sure, it is not so much 
fun to hunt the bird then for some reasons, 
since the hunt is more of a scramble, but it 
is better to hunt it at that time than not at 
all. Moreover, there is real sport in stop- 
ping an October cock at_fifty yards and a 
long rise than there is in cking over a lot 
of Mttle ones with No. 8, to say nothing of 
the advantage which keen October or late 
September air has over the sultry days of 
August, when the birds are hot, tired, and 
gasping around in half dried sloughs. But 
you can’t make most men look at sport in 
any way except in the matter of results in 
numbers or amount. That is why we have 
fewer and fewer prairie chickens. 

The chicken ts by nature a bird of the open 
country, and in the old days one would never 
have thought of looking for it in any but a 
prairie country, or a prairie country which 
had been put under cultivation. Yet so much 
have the habits of this bird changed of late 
that today it may be found actually in the 
lumber regions of the North. One of the 
nicest little chicken hunts I have had for a 
long time was last year up in Wisconsin, in a 
region which was half hardwood and half 
pine country, and which had been lumbered 
off some years ago. There were some big, 
grassy swamps in here, and, in this wilder- 
ness were a few little poor farms which 
raised buckwheat and corn enough to tempt 
the chickens. We got a couple of dozen birds 
in this region on our first day’s shoot: Yet 7 
even this out-of-the-way country had been 
discovered. We learned that in this one 
county a hundred and fifty shooting licenses 
had been taken out, most of them local li- 
censes at $1 each, though one may guess that 
many a local license was held by a man who 
came from farther away than the edge of 
Wisconsin. You need to travel far and look 
in out-of-the-way corners nowadays for-your 
sport in prairie chickens, 


Sport in the Northwest. 


In Nebraska and some parts of Dakota 
one sometimes gets pretty good fun chicken 
shooting in the sand hills. In such a coun- 
try the birds cannot always be marked down 
easily and accurately, so that the sport is 
not quite so deadly. In upper Minnesota the 
birds are often found in the scrub timber 
country, the region around Thief River Falls 
being of such description, and one of the 
best chicken countries now left in Minne- 
sota. In this northern country the sharp- 
tailed grouse is more apt to be found than 
the regular, old-fashioned “ chicken” or’ 
pinnated grouse. The latter bird is a bit 
heavier and is browner in color than the 
„ Sharpie.“ The habits of the birds are 
much alike. The sharp-tailed grouse mi- 
grates annually in the fall from the cold 
prairies of the far north down to the timber 
tracts of Minnesota and parts of Dakota. 
There is a regular migratio so of the 
pinnated grouse from the wheat country of 
Dakota to the corn country of Iowa. These 
migrations take place in the fall, or at the 
approach of winter, when the necessity for 
food or shelter drives the birds out of their 
regular habitat. In upper Minnesota, at 
such points as Hallock, Kennedy, etc., there 
is good shooting even yet. Pembina, N. D., 
is nearly always sure to turn a goodish lot 
of birds each year. Larimore, N. D., is an- 
other good point to remember. Webster, 8. 
D., has always had a-good reputation. Bird 
Island, Sleepy Eye, etc., in Minnesota, are 
this season reported to be good points. That 
is to say, all these places are reported good 
in the month of August. What they will be 
at the legal opening day remains to be seen. 

Here in Illinois there will be a few birds 
Down in the 
central part of this State, in the corn belt, 
there have always been a few birds left, and 
there will be some this year. Around Cham- 
paign there are annually a few chickens | 
killed. Anna, III., is a point where a little 
shooting is usually to be found. Mineral, 
III., shows a few birds. Lee County always 
turns up with a Httle stock of fine ones. 
Even so close to Chicago as Aurora there 
will be some shooting to be had. All along 
near such streams as the Fox, the Kan- 
kakee, or the Illinois, where there is a bit 
of swamp or grass land left for breeding 
grounds, the birds still appear in some num- 
bers. It is much the same in lower Wis- 
consin. The big marshes furnish the best 
breeding grounds, and om the fields near 


in the early fall. 
This Is a Good Chicken Year. 


It is gratifying to all lovers of this noble 
game bird to be able to say that this year is 
an exceptionally good chicken year all over 
the Northwest. The spring was dry, so that 
the nests of the grouse did not drown out,” 
and since then the conditions of food and 
weather have been good. It is stated by the 
men best qualified to know, all over the 
States of Minnesota and Dakota, that not 
for ten or twelve years have the birds been 
so abundant. From every State in the 
Union the legions of the gun will gather 
in on all the chicken country, and perhaps 
this year some few of the alleged chicken 
dogs may get to see and smell enough 
chickens to be able to tell-what that bird is 
like. A good chicken hunt may perhaps be 
a possible thing this fall. It may cost you 
$300, whereas once upon a time it might 
have cost you the price of a pound of shot. 
But don’t you care. It is worth it, if you 
once get among the birds with a decent dog, 
and do not get too much rattled when the 
big fellows begin to rear up around. They

“Every player will recognize the fact that 
South is in a critical position after win- 
ning the first trick, and it might be well 
to state here that the club finesse was 
not taken in all cases, nor is it warranted 
by the hand, as, if the leader is given 
credit for one honor in the suit, all the 
chances are in favor of losing by the finesse, 
With such a strong trump holding it ap- 

almost certain that the club suit 
can be brought in by pulling down the 
trumps, even with no protection whatever 
in the side suits. There is no doubt, how- 
ever. that a great risk is taken in giving 
up the three honors, the best play of the 
hand being to lead the king of trumps and 
then return the club. This, however, was 
not done at any table, nor would it have 
helped the result much. 

The remainder of the hand is simply, the 
only play worthy of mention being that 
of East in shifting from the dlamond suit 
and underleading the heart at trick eight,

STILL ON DOWN. GRADE. 


WHEAT PRICES ARE NOW LOWER 


- THAN LAST YEAR. 


Liquidation Continues and the Sagging 
Decline Uncheeked by Any New 
Buying or Healthy Outside Interest 
‘im the Market—Interior Movement 
Oppressive—Corn Also Suffers, but 
Provisions Have a Good Rally, Cles- 
ing Firm. 


There was no letup yesterday in the anx- 


fety of holders to get rid of their wheat, at 


the best prices obtainable, but at any price 
at all rather than to Keep it any longer. 
The pit was full of selling orders from all 
directions at the start, the bulk of the liqul- 
dation in small lots by country longs 
through commission houses. There was no 
demand of consequence, and while opening 
sales were as high as 72%c, to e lower, 
for September the price was carried down 
with a rush to Tinte, where a good many 
stop loss orders at 72c had to be executed. 
There was a ½ rally to 724%c on covering 
of short sales, another break to 71%c, and a 
final rally to 72%c at the close, a loss of 
-e for the day and Ne for the last three 
days, during which liquidation has been 
urgent. The principal demand was from 
shorts, the Northwest covering rather free- 
ly through Schwartz-Dupee and Carrington- 
Hannah. Towards the close a number of 
local traders who had been on the bear 
side bought in their lines and went long 
for a reaction, but the market did not re- 
spond, and the close was heavy. St. Louis 
houses were free sellers. Heavy primary re- 
ceipts and poor export demand were again 
the most depressing factors. Liverpool was 
weak, closing %-%d lower, a loss about 
equal to the previous day's decline here, and 
the readiness of that market to follow the 
local decline was discouraging to holders. 
London was ,d tod lower, Paris ec higher 
to e lower, and Antwerp e lower. Eng- 
lish farmers’ deliveries for the week were 
264,000 bu at an average price of Me, a 
gain of %c from the previous week, and 
i2%c higher than a year ago.

Ways of Showing Friendliness. 
_Centurfes of evolution are supposed to 
have gone to the ripening of the conventional 
handshake. It is the survival of that old 
instinct that first prompted man to touc 
the person of his friend. Today there are 
men not satisfied with this greeting. They 
seize the hand of an acquaintance, slap him 
loudly on the back, punch him joyously in 
the ribs, and then with one arm lying across 
his shoulders, walk away with the cringing 
victim of thelr admiration and misplaced 
good-fellowship. 

Forbears, victims of these types, may. ac- 
count for that class of the present day, which 
avoids shaking hands if it can, or which 
washes its hands afterward it it must. Gen- 


erally these persons are of a mildly eccentric_ 


type; if the aversion be too pronounced they 
may be classed. with the insane. 
Strictly speaking, there is no class of the 
sane which may be called non-handshak- 
ers,“ said Dr. Oscar A. King. This is only 
one form of antipathy which may be shown 
by that distinct class of the insane which its 


. afraid of dirt and physical contamination. 


“We have the handwashers, who wash 
their hands almost constantly, and those 
who wash their faces or their feet. But as a 
rule they neglect the rest of the body. They 
wash their hands to the cuff line art’: 
faces to the ears, perhaps leaving the rest 
of the body incrusted with dirt. It is from 
this class fearing contamination that the 
type refusing to shake hands comes. 8 

The insane are quick in likes and dis- 
likes and the aversion to shakiflg hands is 


‘hands at least 
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doubly strong if the victim of delusions dis- 


likes the person offering the greeting. If 
the insane person is forced by any reason 
to take the hand, he may go out at once and 
scrub and clean the one that touched It. 

In the same way he will refuse to touch 
a book or chair or even the doorknob touched 
or turned by the person. 

„One of the marked examples of this dis- 
position came to my attention a few years 
ago. A man and his wife had separated and 
the man had been given the custody of the 
boy, 9 or 10 years old. 
one day, in arranging the final details 
of the separation, the woman went to the 
man's office, The boy was there with his 
father and he kept aloof from her. Evident- 
ly he had heard something against her, for 
after the mother had gone the boy was 
discovered trying to open the door through 
which she had passed out, using his foot. 
He would give no explanation of it. Later 
he was seen walking in wide circles around 
the chair in which she sat and shrinking 
away from other things that she had 
touched. The case was brought to me for 
treatment. 

Antipathy Shows Hallucination. 

“In general it may be set down that any 
person with an antipathy for the shoulder 
rubbings of these conventional times is out 
of balance just to that extent. There is 
nothing rational behind such vagaries, for 
in most cases these people avoid one form 
of contact with a frenzied care ahd run into 
a dozen that are worse. 

“For instance, a person may refuse to 
wipe his hands on a towel in a public wash- 


-room, yet he has no hesitancy in taking 


hold of doorknobs, railings, or the arm 
rests of public seats and benches. Any one 
of these is more likely to impart contamina- 
tion than is a towel, for the reason that the 
washed before they are

Dr. D. R. Brower tells of a woman stenog- 
rapher in this city so averse to touching any 
one or to belng touched that she will not 
live at home.

As Index of Character. 

Whatever may be said of handshaking as 
indicating a pathological significance, a good 
many economists and social reformers have 
experimented or ridiciled the custom. 
Some one has suggested that 65 per cent of 
the handshakes that one gives or receives 
are disappointing. And for this reason the 
handshake is regarded as one of the most 
subtle of all the forms of greeting in its ex- 
pression of character.

HAUNTED HOUSE IN. CHICAGO. 


Black-Robed Ghost Said to Dwell in Old Robey Tavern. 


JEST SIDE superstition ac- 

credits a quiet, ladylike, 
black-robed ghost to one of 
the corners of Washington 
a: boulevard and Robey street. 
Its habitation is the old 
house known ‘years ago as 
Robey’s Tavern, at which 
n the center of an 800-acre 
farm several miles from town. | 

In those days the tavern was the gather- 
ing place of farmers, driving their slow- 
going ox teams. Traders of all kinds made 
it headquarters, and somewhere out of this 
dim past the ghost lady who is supposed to 
walk these premises at night is supposed to 
have come.

Tendency to Specialization.

Housekeepers, laundresses, cooks, 
housemaids, and second girls are compara- 
tively. easy to get; the girl who has all 
these positions within her grasp in a small 
home is not satisfied. : 

Department stores, offices, and the whole 
new horizon of female employment have 
drawn from the ranks of the domestics. 
They want their Sundays and their even- 
ings. ‘They want places where, after a cer- 
tain hour, their time is their own.

Housekeepers Share the Blame. 


As to trouble in domestic service, Manager 
Geary of the Congress street bureau — not 
put all the blame upon the girl. He says 
that many times there are women who try to 
keep servants when they cannot pay wages 
or feed and house their help properly. 

* But women who employ domestics are 
learning several things,” said he. One 
ot the first things is that the average girl 
cannot be worked upon by promises. of a 
‘good home.’ They are not looking for 
homes, particularly. They are looking for 
a good wage, with opportunity to spend their 
spare time away from the ‘comforts of 
home.’ 

Last week, in the three offices at 44 Con- 
gress street, 234 Chicago avenue, and 28 
Ogden avenue, the Illinois Employment 
bureau received 263 applications of women 
for employment and found places for 254 
of them. In the same line it received 273 
applications for female help, thus leaving 
nineteen requests for help unfilled. 

Women Get Work Easily. 

In the year ending Aug. 4 the offices; in all 
lines of work, male and female, filed 44.832 
applications for employment, and found 
places for 33,203 of the applicants. The di- 
vision of this total shows how much easier 
it is for a woman to find a position than it 
is for a man. Of this number 28,115 appli- 
cants were men, of whom only 16,853 got 
places, or about 60 per cent. There were 
16,717 women applicants, and 16,850 of them 
found places, or more than 90 per cent.

1.000 LIVES. 


Record of Frederick Jerome 
as Boatman: and 
Seaman. 


San Francisco has just buried a hero in 


the person of Frederick Jerome, who, in. 


his active life 
as 
and boatman, 
had saved, 
more than 

1,000 lives, , 

most of 


Jerome was 


man, born at 


fore the mast, 
and, after a 
life of hard-? 
shi ps, had? 
been living 1 
quietly and in 
affluence with 
his wife at 
San Francis- 
co. The Society of California Pioneers buried 
him with honors, and perhaps history may 
contain some faint record of his fame. 

In March, 1846, Jerome was a common 
sailor on the American packet ship Henry 
Clay, which was beating out against head, 
winds from New York toward Liverpool. 
There were 700 passengers on board. For 
hours the ship fought with wind and waves, 
but finally was driven off its course and 
flung upon the treacherous rocks off Bar- 
negat, N. J. Seas broke over the listed 
vessel, carrying away thelifeboat. A crowd 
of lookers-on gathered on the shore, help- 
lessly, for the vessel was too far out to be 
reached. 

In this extremity Seaman Jerome volun- 
teered to swim for the shore with a line. 
The water was icy cold and in the heavy sea 
the undertow was of tremendous power. But 
with a line to his shoulders Jerome dropped 
into the icy water. For two hours he fought 
and struggled, creeping nearer and nearer 
the shere, until at last a great breaker 
caught him and flung him senseless on the 
beach. But the line was safe, and soon a 
breeches-buoy was rigged that carried every 
passenger safe to shore. @ 

On Aug. 24, 1848, the Ocean Monarch and 
the New World, twin packet ships, left Liv- 
erpool for Boston. Jerome was a seaman on 
the New World, and when the ships were a 
few hours out of pert fire broke out on the 
Monarch. 
a mass of flames, with the passengers hud- 
died in the bow and a stiff gale whipping the 
channel. The packet steamer Prince of 
Wales and the Brazilian government yacht 
Alfonso, having on board the Prince de 
Joinville and several members of the French 
and English nobility, bore down on the 
burning vessel, but the boats they launched 
could not approach the fire. After three at- 
tempts of the Alfonso’s boats, Jerome, with 
a line around him, dropped from the New 
World and swam for it. Swimming under 
the bowsprit the passengers dropped a line 
and pulled him aboard. Jerome made his 
rope fast and the end in the water was picked 
up by a boat. 

When the boat was filled it was rowed 
away to the Alfonso and another was loaded. 
In this manner 218 passengers were saved. 
Jerome was the last man to leave the ship 
and he was badly burned about the face and 
hands. 

But he was a hero on the Alfonso. A purse 
was raised for him, and he received the 
unstinted praise of the yacht party. Queen 
Victoria sent him a purse of fifty guineas; 
the Liverpool City Council decorated him 
with a gold medal and gave him the freedom 
of the city; New York also tendered him this 
privilege and gave him a gold snuffbox, 
while Boston gave him a gold medal. 

Jerome went to California in the time 
of the gold fever, but after a year in the 
mines he became a boatman. In this capaci- 
ty he saved many livew and received many 
testimonials from admrrers. 

In 1894 Jerome visited. England and the 
Queen sent for him to see her at Osborne. 
The Prince of Wales gave a dinner to him 
and he attracted much attention. He waa 
77 years old at his death. He had no chil- 
dren. His widow is in comfortable cir- 
cumstances.

The homes of the Polish and Russian Jews, 
who, with Italians, carry on home tailoring 
there, are not palaces nor healthy enough for 
people of real fiesh and blood.

1. Every woman doing work tn her own 
home must obtain a permit from the factory 
inspector.

STORE HELD LIABLE. . 

The shrewdest part of the law is that 
which makes the store and not the middle- 
man the responsible party. No contractor 
can work for the store without a license 


and that store is bound to see for its own 
interest that he keeps within the law in the 


matter of giving out Work into the homes, or 
it is Mable to lose goods by seizure, or to 
pay fines. 

In Chicago there are licenses issued by the 


| city, but that is no concern of the inspectors, 


The Inspection department is not even noti- 
fled of licenses issued, many contractors 
never have any, in fact, it seems a rather 
casual method of getting $1 for the city if 
certain officers like to go in for it. 


In some respects the sweatshops of Chi- 


cago that I have seen seem superior to those 
in Philadelphia, more airy and sanitary, but 
any advantage to the public is lost by the 
8 which prevails in giving out home 
work. 

The inspectors: say themselves that in- 
spection of the home shops is a perfect 
farce. They have no power to prevent work 
being given out into horrible dens, and only 
by accident discover in them skin or epidem- 
ic diseases, for they have no means of know- 
ing certainly where the home workers live, 
nor how many there are in any locality. 

Now I should propose that a law similar 
to that in Philadelphia should “be put 
through the Legislature as soon as possible 
insisting on the permit system and that a 
license, signed by the chief inspector should 
be taken out by every contractor. The new

ops where human beings eweat thelr 
lives out making bread under conditions 
which would effectually destroy the appe- 
tite ot all who could see them. That they are 
doing so does not seem greatly to concern 
the public, since there is no law for thelr 
protection. Possibly Chicago will have te 
wait to move till disease and death issues in 


‘visible form from these dens of horror and 


the law. It would be a public education of 


the most practical kind and help to push for- 
ward the important work of street cleaning, 


‘paving, and garbage collecting, which has

each report of the gun. Realizing that their 
superstition made them fearless he found 
it his duty to shoot into the crowd. This 
had the desired effect, and before another at- 


escape over the walls of the compound, and 
after several hours reached the German 
mines. 

Tired and exhausted by their trip, several 
of the missionaries decided to return to 
America for the present. Miss Charlotte 
Hawes of Pittsburg, one of the missionaries 
at the Wei Hein station at the time the at- 
tack was made by the Boxers, has arrived 
home.

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MAGES of the gods of the prehistoric in- 
habitants of the valleys of the Colorado 
and Rio Grande Rivers have been un- 
earthed recently near Marble Falls, Tex.,

“BORN FREE AND EQUAL.” | 
A Chicago paper takes a Chicago Congress 
man to task for quoting the Declaration of 
Independence as affirming that “all men are 
born free and equal.” That Congressman 
is not the only sinner, The Democratic can- 
didate for Governor made the same blunder 
not long ago. It has been made repeatedly 
during the last century. Perhaps a majority 
of the people, ff asked about the matter, 
would say offhand that Thomas Jefferson 
wrote “all men are born free and equal.“ 
The author of that sentiment, which has 
imbedded itself in the popular mind, was 
John Lowell of Massachusetts, the grand- 
father of James Russell Lowell. He wasa 
member of the constitutional convention of 
1780, and had those words inserted in the 
bill of rights to abolish slavery in his State. 
The Massachusetts Supreme Court subse- 
quently construed those words as he meant 
they should be construed. A different con- 
struction would have been put on them, 


however, had they been in the organic 


law of States where the slaveholding interest 
was more powerful. The courts would 
méant “ all white men.” 

The favorite phrase in the bills of rights 
of Statevconstitutiong has been either“ all 
men are by nature equally free and inde- 
pendent,” or all men are born equally free 
and independent.” The first of these ap- 


pears in the Virginia constitution of May, 


1776, and the second in the Pennsylvania 
constitution of July, 1776. Neither of these 


has struck the popular fancy. They are too 
long. 


It must be admitted that “all men 
are born free and equal is a more forcible 


| expression. It savors more of blunt Saxon 


speech. “ Born” is stronger than “ cre- 


ated” and “free” than “ independent.” 


So, as the sentence, “ all men are born free 
and equal,” had a highly respectable parent- 
age, and is now 120 years old, there is no 
reason why oratots of high or low degree 
should not often utter that cheering senti- 
ment. Only they should give the honor to 
whom honor is due, and credit it to a Massa 
chusetts and not to a Virginia statesman. 


LONDON’S OZONE RESERVOIR. 

One of the penalties, or rather part of 
the price, man pays for living in cities is 
the loss of pure air and the rest and re- 
freshment of the woods and fields.

Like Btevenson at Hyeres 
listening to the “ flutes of silence” in his 
garden and enjoying aromatic airs, the 
night to such a onejs worth looking forward 
to, though the urban dweller, until he 
gets accustomed to the crickets and katy- 
dids, will not ha ve easy slumbers. | 

But the man who cannot be tempted by 
all the praises of bucolic enjoyments to 
live in a suburb or in the country will be 
glad to learn that science, by chance, is 
coming to his ald. In Tue Trisunn’s 
special London cable yesterday some ac- 
count is given of the delight of the cock- 
neys over their new “ Tuppenny Tube,” 
as the electric underground road is called 
in London vernacular. One man who says 
he has used no other mode df transporta- 
tion since the tube was opened writes to 


the Daily Mail to say he had long suf- 


fered from loss of appetite, but after his 
first ride he came home ravenous and has 
enjoyed the same pleasing experience ever 
since. He ascribes this effect to the ozone 
generated by electricity in the . under- 
ground. 

The explanation is plausible and reason- 
able. Localities where there is more than 
the usual amount of ozone in the air are 
known to have a beneficial effect upon 
the health. Ozone always exists in small 
quantities in pure country air, and after 
a thunder-storm its presence is distinctly 
perceptible even in the city. 
qualities are so much more energetic than 
common oxygen that an animal subjected 
to it in considerable quantities rapidly be- 
comes insensible. As prepared and adminis- 
tered by nature, its benefirial effects are 
marvelous, toning up the system and in- 
vigorating the whole man. 

The city man either by accident or de- 
sign soon discovers the means of appro- 
priating this blessing also, just as he ap- 
propriates the freshest eggs, the best but- 
ter and vegetables that the farmer has. 
Happily, Londoners have discovered that 


in their Tuppenny Tube” they have an 


inexhaustible reservoir in which they can 
swim, or take a bath, or whatever else 
they may call the process of riding through 
a tube where the air is ozonized by the pass- 
ing of electric sparks. A morning ride 
thraugh the tube after a hearty breakfast 
will put the Londoner in an energetic frame 
of mind for the business of the day and 
make him almost as go-ahead in character 
as the native Chicagoan. Then when busi- 
ness is over all that the weary man has to 
do is to descend to the subway, pay his 
tuppenny, and be given an ozonic bracer 
that sends him to the dinner table with 
an appetite an epicure might envy.

BRITISH PUBLIC LIBRARIES, 

The fiftieth anniversary of the passage 
by the House of Commons of the first public 
libraries act of Great Britain, authorizing 
the establishment of free public libraries 
from local taxation, occurred about two 
weeks ago, and is being appropriately com- 
mented upon in that country. 

The powers conferred by the act have 
been enlarged from time to time sifice 1850, 
and ite influence upon popular intellectual 
development has been second only to the 
education act of 1870, under which the 
British public school system has been built 
up. Indeed, it was not until the latter act 
had been in operation a few years, and had 
thus quickened intellectual demands, that 
the movement to establish free public li- 
braries became general. Up to 1870 only 
thirty-six towns had taken action under the 
enabling act, but between 1880 and 1890 
such libraries were rapidly extended and 
the number of books circulated from them 
increased 200 per cent. 

The various parishes of London were 
especially backward in this respect, and up 
to 1888 Westminster was the only district 
of the métropolis which had adopted the act. 
Since that time, however, thirty-five free 
public libraries have been created under the 
different local authorities of that city. 

The question of levying the tax and pro- 
ceeding under the act to build and maintain 
a public library must be submitted in ad- 
vance to the voters of the town or district 
concerned, and the “ ratepayers often de- 
mur to the added taxation. The fact, how- 
ever, that some of the poorest districts of 
London, like Whitechapel, have adopted the 
act, and accordingly possess well managed 
and largely patronized free libraries, is 
thoroughly creditable to their progressive 
spirit. In many cases private donors have 
come forward to encourage and supplement 
such fublic action. 7 

These libraries usually have excellent 
reading-rooms annexed, where the daily

WANTED—A NEW DEGREE. 

Tue proposal by President Thwing of 
Western Reserve University, in the current 
Outlook, that a new degree should be de- 
vised by educational institutions and con- 
ferred upon “captains of industry” is 
fraught with possibilities of good and evil. 

The peculiar relations which many sue- 
cessful” men of affairs maintain toward 
endowed institutions would involve special 
risks in awards of such a degree, and there 
would be an actual danger of its becoming 
commercialized. 

On the other hand, the intellectual 
achievements and the contribution to social 
welfare which the captain of industry 
often exemplifies is far mote worthy of 
formal recognition by institutions designed 
to encourage human progress than many 
tor which titles are now bestowed. 7 

The chief significance of this proposal lies 
in the possibility which it offers that a 
new standard of success may be more fre- 
quently accepted by and applied to the 
captain of industry. Today the test of his 


career is mainly one of. dollars. Wealth is. 


almost universally the goal of hig ambition, 
as well as the popular gauge of his achieve 
ments. 3 

An honorary degree suggests an entirely 
different criterion. It implies that success 
should be measured by social rather than in- 


dividual gains. ‘The captain of industry 


who would most deserve the new degree 
might be one who had never accumulated 
a fortune, or perchance one who, having 
acquired wealth, had redistributed it among 
employés rather than shut up his business 
in a time of depression, or one who had e- 
pended his gains in intelligent experiments, 
or perhaps one who, never being a capitalist 
himself, has as a salaried official managed 
great interest in an exemplary fashion and 
under the impulse of those higher loyalties 
to human welfare which our better feelings 
demand. 

President Thwing’s suggestion opens up 
a new vista of romance in what has been 
the too sordid business world, 


POPULATION OF NEW YORK. 

The New York World asks: “ Did the peo- 
ple dodge the census takers or did the census 
takers dodge the people?” It assumes that 
somebody dodged, because the population of 
Manhattan and Bronx—the old City of New 
York—is returned by the federal enumerat- 
ora at only 2,050,000, when it is impossible 
for a loyal Manhattanite to conceive that 
the city can have so small.a population. 

A gain of 821-3 per cent should cofttent 
the citizen of the most ambitious large city. 
But that gain, in the case of New York, is 
based on the census returns of 1890. It is 
an article of faith with Tammany that the 


returns in 1890 were kept down in order to |. 


deprive a Democratic city of its fair repre- 
sentation in the House of Representatives 
and the State Legislature. The New York 
Democtats still assert that there must have 
been 1,750,000 people in the city, instead of 


1,550,000, because the State census of 1892 | 
gave a population of 1,850,000. But it there 


were 1,750,000 in 1890 then’ there has been 
a gain of only 17 per cent if the returns for 
1900 are correct. But, as so small a gain 
is inconceivable, in the opinion of the World, 
somebody must have “ dodged.” 

The residents of big and little cities are 
alike inthis, They all fall foul of the census 
enumerators for failing to find non-existent 
people and thus justifying the loud predic- 
tions of local enthusiasts. Asin New York, 
so in other cities, the papers speak of the 
new dwellings which have been erected, oc- 
cupying street after street, and contend that 
there must have been a vast increase in 

ulation to call for so much new building. 

ey overlook the fact that the occupancy 
of a new building often leaves an old one 
tenantless. 

There is no use in contending against facts 
in New York, Cincinnati, or elsewhere. If 
the figures of the enumerators blast fond 
expectations based on directory sta- 
tistics, voting statistics, or build- 
ings erected, 30 much the worse for the 
expectations. It is childish to contend that 


hopes should be given more weight than 


facts. In the case of New York no facts are 
brought forward to impugn the accuracy of 
the enumeration just made. It confirms 
that of 1890, which has been so causelessly 
attacked. The percentage of increase was 
smaller between 1880 and 1890 than for the 
last decade. That is not to be wondered at, 
for there have been remarkable additions to 
the housing capacity of the city during the 
last ten years. Expensive as living in New 
York is, the number of people able to bear 
the expense has increased rapidly. 

There is no valid reason why New York 
should ask for a recount. To repeat the 
contention of 1890 that there has been a 
deliberate undercounting for political rea- 
eons would be ridiculous. Old New York 
has done well, though not quite so well as 
the Greater New York, which has made a 
gain of 37.9 per cent, giving it a population 
of 3,427,202. This is not the 3,600,000 
which has been dreamed of, but it is enough. 
New York should be content, and content- 
ment is better than population.

MARKETS. 

The City ot Havana, with about 200,000 
people, has three municipal market-houses, 
which are not only impressive in their archi- 
tecture but are admirable in their interior 
arrangements. The City of Chicago, with 


nearly ten times as many people to be fed, 


has not so much as one building of the sort. 

Ohicago in this respect is almost unique 
among important cities. Bostén has its 
Faneuil Hall market-house, and New York 


its Fulton and Washington Markets, be-

furnished, and the market-houses of such 
cities as Buffalo and Washington em- 
phasize the extraordinary state of affairs 
which exists in the second city of the land. 
Our marketing must be done in the open 
street, with its exposure to the weather, 
its litter underfoot, and jts dust in the 
air. Moreover, instead of the city’s main« 
taining a special degree of cleanliness, as 
might be expected, in the streets thus oc- 
cupied, Haymarket square; as disclosed 
by Friday's Trisune, is so filthy under- 
foot that in wet weather people need rub- 
ber boots in going about on the pavement 
and many customers have ceased going 
there because of the intolerable conditions.

OLD HOME WEEE. 
The peculiarly valuable functions of an 
extra official sort which a high executive 
officer can often fulfill are illustrated by 
the old home week, which, on the suggestion 


of Governor Rollins, was introduced last 


year by the people of New Hampshire and 
has been observed again this season. 

Aas the name of the celebration indicates, 
it was intended to be a time when absent 
ones should return to their native New 
Hampshire towns, and, in addition to the 
pleasures of reunion and of again beholding 
old scenes, should, in the words of Gov- 
ernor Rollins, see what they could do to- 
ward beautifying, . . . upbuilding, and 
uplifting” these places. 

A New Hampshire old home week asso- 
ciation was formed, with seventy local 
branches, and the week was last.year ob- 
served in something like forty different 
towns, a bonfire and a towa dinner being 
usually among the chief events. c 

There is an advertising side to this en- 
terprise, and land values have been stimu- 
lated thereby, but that fs far from compris 
ing its chief significance. Its main worth 
lies in its tendency to awaken and solidity 
local feeling, and to give both residents and 
visitors a keener sense of the values other 
than monetary which attach to the land- 
scapes of the Granite State. Rural town- 
ships tend thereby to gain a new sense of 
unity and of its resultant strength. The 


emphasis, too, upon locality invests the 


native hills and meadows and waters with 
that beauty which is only visible to the 
awakened and perceptive eye. Indeed, the 
old home week is to be regarded as a part of 
that broader movement which is designed 
to recover among the great educational 
forces of the nation those influences of soil 
and scenery which are so largely excluded

The jubilee of Lohengrin comes on Aug. 
28. On that day fifty years ago the opera 
was performed for the first time at Weimar, 
with Liszt as conductor. Wagner was then 
a fugitive and an outlaw. He had com- 
pleted his work in August, 1847, but for three 
years Liszt hesitated about having it per- 
formed, being afraid it would not be well 
received on account of its extreme ideal 
coloring.“ It was not until April, 1850, that 
he set about the preparation for its produc- 
tion. Even then the step was one requiring 
no little courage, for Wagner’s political 
escapades had not been forgiven, and public 
opinion concerning the right of his claim to 
the quality of genius was widely divergent. 
Liszt, however, persisted and gained the sup- 
port of the management of the Grand Ducal 
Theater of Weimar. The management spent 
$1,500 for scenery, a big sum for that day 
and place, however trifling it appears today, 
and it was decided to have the performance 
come on the birthday of Goethe, whose home 
Weimar had been. It was hoped that the 
festal meaning of the day would dispose the 
audience to appreciate the novel beauties of 
the néw work of geniua The hope was 
realized. .

From the 
crown of the black hat the jets wink at 
you. From the inside of the brim there are 
paillettes in gold; over the top curls a dan- 
cing plume, and around the top there is 
maline, hand-painted most likely with black 
leaves.

„American milliners are making them,“ she 
said, and they will be more or less popu- 
lar, probably more so, as the season ad- 
vances. There are strings of tulle fastened 
to the back of spreading hats and there are 
long chiffon streamers coming from under- 
neath the back of the brim of round hats 
with broad sides. But it is only the big hats 
that have strings, never the little toques. 
With the chiffon streamers there may be 
strings of narrow black velvet, which are 
brought to the front and tied or fastened 
with a pin, along with the chiffon, the ends 
being then allowed to fall nearly to the 
floor. . 

Many are the neck adornments this season; 
and just so surely as the night follows the 
day, just so will the pretty neck trimmings 
follow the pretty hats. Give a woman a 
Gainsborough and the chances are that 
within twenty minutes she will have a chif- 
fon collarette of the latest and finest de- 
sign, for the shops will tempt her to invest. 


Chiffonettes and Fringes. 

And extremely fine many of these “ 
fonettes are, as they say in England. The 
term chiffons applies to all the trifles for 
the neck; the term ¢hiffonette means more 
.distinctively the collarette or tiny cape 
which is put on for the street. It may be

made, and most likely will be, of two colors 
of chiffon, probably a white with a black 
edge, or a pink chiffon with saffron edge. 
The entire cape will be shirred at intervals 
of three inches throughout its entire depth, 
which is little more than half way to the 
‘shoulders.

Straight the 
fringes hung down to the floor, and the mil- 
liner, touching them caressingly, said: 
**Aren’t they pretty?!“ 

And rather pretty they were. Made of nar- 
row cords in white and black silk, all twisted 
together in one black and white rope, they 
were certainly something admirable in nov- 
elty. 

Then there are the ribbon chiffonettes, and 
anything more novel than these I have not, 
seen. To tell you about them we must go 
back, as they do with the sphinx, to the 
foundation, for nothing can be learned from 
the outside.

They make collarettes all in white to wear 
with the great spreading black Gafnsbor- 
oughs, and when black is worn they place a 
plume of white underneath the brim of the 
Gainsborough to hold the black hat from 
the white neck a little. 


English Walking Hats 


Where are you going to look for your Eng- 
lish walking hat? Surely not to that Na- 
poleonic thing with the frent pulled down 
squarely and the sides turned up so sharply 
that the felt has to be cut. The back is 
pulled down just as squately as the front, 
and in the middle of the back is a broad 
buckle, all breadth and no height, with a 
twist of velvet pulled through It. 

They make English walking hats of tan 
colored felt—or, as it 1s fashionable to say, 
of natural colored felt. The big trim- 
ming upon the front is of butternut brown 
velvet, the buckle of dull gold. It is the 
most conventional shape that you will find 
among the picture hats. 

They are wearing a mushroom hat that 
does not belie its name. Yet in certain lights 
it has the appearance of an old friend. It 
is a large, round hat, raised at both sides and 
in front, upon a bandeau of velvet, the 
bandeau trimmed with jets. This gives the 
appearance of a mushroom, an appearance 
which is strengthened by the rounding 
trimming which ts placed upon the top. The 
mushroom hat needs to be only a large hat, 
preferably of black velvet, curling upwerd 
all around except right in the back, where it 
droops a little.’ A tall bandeau is now set 
under the hat and the jets are freely applied. 
Around the top is a twist of meline, and 
that is all there is of it. It is an effective 
hat, but a little difficult to make. It is better 
to experiment with it a little, the milliner 
tells me, or you may not get the bandeau in 
the right spot. It must fit the crown of the 
head or the hat will always wabble.“ 

Society women —or, perhaps, it would be 
better to say rich women—are gettting their 
hats made to order. They bring a piece of 
their gown, and their own heads, for the in- 
spection of the milliner, who matches the 
gown and fits the head, and miladi departs 
happy. She knows her hat will sult and fit. 
By so doing the hat is sure to stay put“ 
upon the head, even though it be a tilted hat, 
and the forlorn vision of a hat awry is not to 
be dreaded.

The Campo del Moro e that wide stretch 
of land that extends from the foot of the 
lofty eminence on which the stately royal 
palace is situated to the Manzanares River, 
and in the time of the Moorish domination 
of Spain was used as a camp for the Moorish 
j troops, whence its name of Campo del Moro. 
Phillip II., on establishing the capitai of his 
kingdom at Madrid, laid the Campo out into 
@ series of magnificent gardens, and it was 
in the shady ‘groves and winding walks of 
this lovely park that Calderon and Lope 
composed their most famous poems during 
the reign of King Philip 

From that time forth the gardens, how- 
ever, were allowed to fall into a state of 
neglect, and at the beginning of the century 


every trace of the terraces and gardens had 


vanished, and the Campo had become the 
dumping ground of refuse, and so infested 
with of every kind that in spite 
of occasional raids by the police it was 
dangerous even to pass in the neighborhood 
thereof after nightfall: 

King Ferdinand of Spain, his widow, Queen 
Christina, Isabella II., and even the late 
King Alfonso XII. seemed to be perfectly 
content to have the windows of their grand 
palace opening on to this howling wilder- 
ness, and it was not until the late King’s 
widow—namély: Queen Christina—became 
Regent that her Hapsburg sense of order 


In order to realise th the task by which she 
was confronted, it may be mentioned that 
1,500,000 cubic yards of rubbish, the accu- 


mulation of generations, had to be carted

For she resolutely de- 
clined to permit the Duke of Orleans to join 
the Spanish army either in the last Moorish 
campaign or in the war against the United 
States. The young Duke seemed to be on 
excellent terms with his cousin,

They eat generally for 

breakfast oatmeal mush and milk and sugar. 

For dinner bread and milk and sugar, and for 

supper cornmeal mush and sugar. They 

vary thig slightly from time to time with 

other cereal foods, and when they feel a 

taste for it add a bit of meat, for neither-is 

a strict vegetarian. 

“Plain living is the secret of content- 
ment and of economy as well,“ says Judge 
Talcot. 1 used to be a pretty greedy 
eater when I was young. ‘My first wife and 
I gradually left unnecessary things out of 
our table regimen, and during the sixty 
| years in which we lived together reduced 
it to the simplest terms. During the last 
two or three years of her life I kept close 
track to see what our expenses amounte? to, 
and they were less than $52 for fifty-two 
weeks for both of us. We had no rent to 
pay, however, and no milk to buy. But, on 
the other hand, though, I raised a large 
quantity of, garden stuff. We used practi- 
cally none of that, but gave it to my sons 
and to the neighbors. My first wife died lit- 
tle more than a year ago, and I married 
‘again last September. My present wife 
shares the same notions of economy and 
plain living, and our expenses are not great - 
er than before. 2 


two-thirds of a pint, and that is the measure 
of each meal for me. I fill it a third full of 
milk and sugar and then to the brim with 
bread or mush. Sometimes if I havé walked 
several miles or have done more than usual, 
I want a little more, and take it, but usually 
I do not desire a second helping. My wife 
eats even less than I, but of the same kind. 
J eat lots of sugar, and find it is an ex- 
cellent food. When I was a boy sugar was 
‘worth 26 cents a pound or more, and I never 
got enough, and I am making up now.

GOOD HEALTH DUE TO DIET’ 

“I have been living on plain diet for half 
a century,” says Mrs. Talcot. “ Fifty years 
ago I was ill and the doctors said I could 
not recover. I took to dieting myself, ved 
on graham bread and milk and other simple 
things, and began to gain. I have never 


| deserted the diet that saved me. Often I go 
for a visit here or there and eat the food 


that other people like, but I do not care for 
it, and if I keep it up it soon makes me-fil. 
We use unleavened bread,too, because we 
think the yeast or soda of raised bread or 
biscuits is unhealthy. . Judge Talcot can eat 
bread of any kind, but he likes the unleav- 
ened as well as I do, so we keep to that.“ 
For two-thirds of a century William Cole 
Talcot has been known as a leader in social 


reforms in northern Indiana. He came from 
the Bast in 1885 on an excursion trip around 
the great lakes on one of the earliest steam- 
ers. The vessel ran up to the Sault Ste. 
Marie,.then in the midst of the great North- 
western wilderiiess. From there it went into 
Green Bay, its passengers beheld along 
the shores of that beautiful water the virgin 
which lived Indians almost ua, 
» goquatirted with white men, save as they met 
the descendants of the early French pioneers 
or the few Americans who had penetrated 
thus far into the wilderness for furs. Out 
through Death’s Door they came, and up the 
lake to Chicago, and from this straggling 
hamlet across the lake to Michigan City. 
There. where a great city was expected to 
grow J Talcot left the boat and soon 
after settied in St. Joseph County. He has 
lived in that vicinity nearly ever since, and 
most of the time at Valparaiso. 
| Even in his youth he was a thinker along 
eriginal Unes. Having when a y been 
given a scholarship in college by a church 
edutational society, he became convinced 
during, his fréshman year that the creed of 
the church which was supporting him was

From this he estimates that there would be 
a saving of nearly one-fifth of the present 
cost of composition in a givem amount of 
literature if his alphabet and method of 
spelling were adopted universally. In the 
English speaking world he estimates this to 
be a million dollars a day. 

Judge Talcot is as keen im putting forth 
his reform ideas today as at any time in his 
earlier life, and in them he has the un- 
qualified support of his wife. The latter 
was for many years a teacher of penmam- 
ship in the “ Collegiate Institute“ of Val- 
paraiso, and was a close friend of Judge 
Talcot and his first wife.

ESCAPES. 


OR seventeen days Fra Fridella, 
an Italian lan priest, sta- 
tioned at Hen-Sien-Fu, in south- 
ern Hunan, hidden in a coffin, 
feigned death to escape from the 
Boxers. He escaped, but at bit- 
ter cost, for on his arrival at 
| Hongkong he was a wrecked and 
broken man. Scarcely a chance, the physi- 
cians told him, had he of recovering his hod- 
ily or mental vigor, lost in that fearful jour- 
ney on a river filled with floating corpses 
and lined with fanatics, beyond whose 
watchful eyes but few Europeans were able 
to pase, 

It was not untl Father Fridella had seen 
his Bishop and six of. his fellow-priests tor- 
tured by fiendish Chinese methods that he 
realized the seriousness of the rebellion. 
Previously he, in company with his asso- 
elates, had Igughed it off as a thing of too 
littlé significance to notice.

A Chinese coffin was secured, provided with 
some skillfully concealed apertures to admit 
air, and a quantity of food placed in it.

Tue desperate voyage began. All went well 
for the first two days, the inconvenience 
Fridella suffered from his cramped quarters 
and his limited breathing space soon wearing 
off through callousness.

He intended them no harm, he 
said, and if they would deliver him safely

Chinese war. As interpreter at the City of 
Canton Mr. Parkes proved a valuable 
servant of her Majesty's government, and 
later as Consul at that city he became a 
strong arm to his country. 

The Arrow " incident precipitated a set- 
ond war between Great Britain and China, 
a war which had been inevitable almost 
as soon as the first war was concluded. 
When the walls of Canton were stormed 
and a desperate conflict was waged in the 
breach, Mr. Parkes, with Captain Key, made 
his way into the opposing city and dauntless- 
ly pursued to his yamen that monster of 
infamy, Commissioner Yeh, bringing him 
forth as a captive, whence he was sent as a 
prisoner to India. 

By the tactful manipulations of Mr. 
Parkes a perpetual lease was obtained on 
two islands lying off Hongkong, where Eng- 
lish. troops were to be placed on their ar- 
rival from England or India. 

In August, 1860; the Taku forts were 
pefzed and the City of Tien Tsin, occupied 
by the allied forces of English under com- 
mand of Sir Hope Grant; and French, com- 
manded by General Montauban, which army 
escorted: on their mission to Pekin the Am- 
bassadors from the English and French na- 
tions, Lord Elgin and Baron Gros. 
At Tien Tsin a representative of the Chi- 
nese Emperor held a conference with Lord 
Elgin, who demanded the Chinese conform- 
ity to the Tien Tsin treaty of 1858, the pay- 
ment of an indemnity for firing on British 
vessels at the mouth of the Patho, and the 
recognition: and,reception of a resident 
Minister at Pekin, so long promised and 
so long denied. Full compliances with these 
terms was refused and the army advanced.

few of his men and rode back to inform Sir 
Hope Grant of the arrangements, leaving

The martial scene that met their gaze dur- 
ing those early morning hours was vastly 
different from the conditions obtaining the 
day before.

Mr. Loch rode rapidly through a Chinese 
line of horsemen and soon reached the En- 


glish army. His message confirmed Sir 


Hope’s suspicions, which had been aroused 
by the unusual activity-of troops in the dis- 
tance. Unwilling to remain in safety while 
his companions were still in danger, Mr. 
Loch, with his three attendants,. galloped 
back to rejoin the others, assured that if not 
forced to open hostilities Sir Hope would 
postpone the battle for two hours. They 
reached Tungehou in safety, and at the 
city gate learned from one of the sikh troop- 
ers that Mr. Parkes had gone to find the 
High Commissioner. The other Englishmen, 
unaware of any danger, were in a,distant 
part of the city visiting the shops. 

At last the yemen of the commissioner was 
found, and when Mr. Parkes asked the 
meaning of the hostile preparations, Prince 
Tsai defiantly replied that there could be no 
peace; there must be war.“ His worst 
fears were too true, and Saukolinsin’s army 
had been summoned to execute the treachery 
of the Princely commissioner. He could do 
nothing more to avert the battle. He had 
placed himself in gravest peril to attain a 
peaceful solution of the difficulty. He could 
now only seek his own safety and that of 
his companions. As he galloped away from 
the yemen he met Mr. Loch, who had come

the taunting General, while-every insult and 


indignity. which the brutal soldiers could 
heap upon them were administered. Death 


seemed inevitable, for the battle in that quar- 
ter was wearing fiercely against the Chinese, 
and the Tartar troops would gladly have re- 
venged their own losses in the blood of the 
three victims, but Saukolinsin ordered them 
bound and carted off to Pekin. Their com- 
panions, who had waited for them, were even 
more cruelly treated, and the whole band 
was sent back to Pekin, where they endured 
the vengeful tortures of their captors for 
nearly a month. ‘ 

Mr. Parkes and Mr. Loch were among the 
eleven survivors who were released in Oc- 
tober, when the allies invested the north 
gate of Pekin. The others one by one suc- 
cumbed to the unspeakable atrocities perpe- 
trated by that prolific source of barbarity. 
The summer palace, where the prisoners suf- 
fered such cruelty, was sacked and burned
